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R HISTORICAL SKETCH. 




HE city of Detroit, and the State of which it is the commercial metropolis, 
reach back in their history to the early days of colonial occupation on this 
continent. What is now the State of Michigan was visited by the whites 
in the first part of the seventeenth century, and a mission was established 
fly two Jesuit fathers at the Sault Ste. Marie as early as 1641. This mis- 
sion was abandoned for a short time, but was reoccupied in 1668, being 
the first permanent settlement in the State. The establishment of a 
mission at Michilimackinac in 167 1, and the construction of a fort at the 
mouth of St. Joseph river on Lake Michigan also antedated the settlement of Detroit. 
The first two of these, though retaining for many years considerable importance as 
missions and as military and trading posts, never attained a large population, and 
Mackinac has figured but little in the annals of recent commerce. The third place, St. 
Joseph, though cutting something of a figure as a military post during the Indian wars, 
was for many years only a military post and not a settlement. The site of Detroit, the 
next place in the State to receive permanent occupation, was referred to in the annals 
of some of the earliest explorers along the borders, but it was not until the 24th day of 
August, 1 701, that the Marquis Antoine de la Mothe Cadillac, with 50 soldiers and 50 
Canadian traders and artisans, rounded with his canoes the green island which is now 
Detroit's chief pleasure ground, and landed on the sloping shores of the river below. 

Twenty-two years earlier, Father Hennepin, who had passed through this strait 
on the brigantine Griffon^ the first vessel built above Niagara Falls, thus enthusias- 
tically described this region : " We found the country on both sides of this beautiful 
strait adorned with fine open plains. Any number of stags, deer, bear (by no means 
fierce, and very good to eat), wild turkeys in abundance, and all kinds of game. The 
vessel's guys were loaded and decked with the wild animals our French and Indian 
hunters shot and dressed. The islands on both shores of the straits are covered with 
primeval forests, fruit trees, like walnuts, chestnuts, plum and apple trees, wild vines 
loaded with giapes, of which latter some were gathered and a quantity of wine was 
made. The vast herds of deer surprised us all, and it appears to be the place of all 
others where the deer love to congregate." Cadillac, in his journal, used even more 
glowing terms in describing his place of landing, where " the living and crystal waters 
keep the banks always green," where natural orchards "soften and bend their branches 
under the weight and quantity of their fruit," where "the ambitious vine, which has 
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never wept under the pruning knife, builds a thick roof with its large leaves and heavy 
clusters, weighing down the top of the tree which receives it, and often stifling it with 
its embrace," where the woods were full of game and the waters of fish, and where the 
swans in the river were so numerous that one might take for lilies the reeds in which 
they crowd together. In this paradise, at what is now the foot of Griswold street, 
Cadillac and his party landed, set up the pickets for a fort, erected a storehouse, and 
laid the foundations for a church before they commenced the construction of barracks 
or houses for themselves. In a few days the stockade was finished, through the space 
which it inclosed two narrow streets were run, barracks were erected, and the founda- 
tions of what promised to be a succsssful colony were thus laid. 

In this border land, where two imaginative races came in contact, the woods, the 
waters and the heavens were, in fancy, peopled with sprites and goblins, and the legen- 
dary and the supernatural were strangely mixed with the historical in its early litera- 
ture. In Mrs. Hamlin's fascinating collection of " Legends of Le Detroit," the story is 
recorded of an ancient sibyl who intruded upon a banquet given in honor of Cadillac 
upon the eve of his departure from Quebec. After telling the fortunes of other mem- 
bers of the party, La Sorciere took the hand of Cadillac, and said: "Yours is a strange 
destiny. A dangerous journey you will soon undertake; you will found a great city, 
which one day will possess more inhabitants than New France now possesses; many 
children will nestle around your fireside. * * * But dark clouds are arising, and 
I see dimly your star. The policy you intend pursuing in selling liquor to the savages, 
contrary to the advice of the Jesuits, will cause you much trouble and be the cause of 
your ruin. In years to come your colony will be the scene of strife and bloodshed, the 
Indians will be treacherous, the hated English will struggle for its possession, but under 
a new flag it will reach a height of prosperity which you never in your wildest dreams 
pictured. * * * Your own future and that of your children lie in your own hands. 
Appease the Nain Rouge. Beware of offending him. Should you be thus unfortunate, 
not a vestige of your inheritance will be given to your heirs. Your name will be 
scarcely known in the city you founded." The Nain Rouge, "or Red Dwarf, was the 
demon of the strait, who is described as malignant if opposed, but capable of being 
appeased by flattery. As the legend goes, Cadillac afterwards deliberately offended 
this malignant creature, and suffered the evil consequences foretold, for he speedily 
quarreled with the Jesuits; on his first visit to Montreal he was arrested at the instiga- 
tion of his enemies, and sold his Detroit interests to pay for his defense; he never revis- 
ited the colony which he planted; his children never inherited an acre of his estate, and 
until very recent years not a building nor a street was named after him in the city 
which he founded. 

As for the colony, it passed through many and strange vicissitudes. When only 
ten years old, a proposition was seriously made to abandon it as an unprofitable ven- 
ture. In 17 1 2, the fort narrowly escaped capture by the Outagamie and Mascoutin 
Indians. For the next half century, being situated on the border land of contending 
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tribes, it was often disturbed by Indian wars. In 1760, after the fall of Quebec and the 
surrender of Montreal, it and the rest of the western country passed under control of 
the British. In 1763, Pontiac's plot for its capture was happily foiled, but it was 
subjected to a long siege, during which occurred the disastrous ambuscade and massa- 
cre of a large detachment of troops at Bloody Run. After the Pontiac siege was raised, 
the colony remained under a military absolutism till 1775, when it was incorporated 
under Quebec and made subject to the laws of that province. By the treaty of 1783, it 
became a part of the United States, but the British did not actually relinquish the gov- 
ernment till 1796. Before it became a Territory by itself, Michigan was first a part of 
the Northwest Territory, and then part of Indiana Territory. In 1805, it was consti- 
tuted a separate Territory, under the erratic rule of the Governor and Judges, and 
Detroit, then first recognized as a city, was made the seat of government. In 181 2, by 
a surrender incomprehensible except on the score of either imbecility or cowardice, 
Detroit passed under the control of the British, who remained in possession for more 
than a year. The Americans reoccupied it in September, 18 13, but it was not until 1823 
that the people of the Territory were given even the semblance of popular government, 
and not until 1827 that they were allowed to elect their own territorial council. In 
J 835, a constitution was framed and ratified by the people, but although the population 
was far in excess of the required 60,000, they were kept for two years waiting on the 
threshold of statehood, until in 1837 they were finally admitted as a State to the Union. 
Twice was Detroit desolated by cholera. In 1805 it was almost obliterated, and in 1837, 
1842 and 1848, it was devastated by fire, and it was not until after the second of these 
fires that it commenced a very rapid growth in either wealth or population. 

In the long period of its history it not only had more than its share of the turmoil 
and dangers of border and Indian warfare, but it bore a conspicuous part in the great 
contests that affected the whole country. During the Revolutionary War it was often 
the scene of active military operations. In its neighborhood, during the War of 181 2, 
occurred the massacre of the River Raisin, and the battles of Brownstown, Maiden, and 
the Thames, and it was almost within hearing of the guns that marked the naval 
engagement near Put-in Bay, an engagement which placed the Great Lakes under 
American control. The Toledo War, in 1835, and the Patriot War, in 1838, in both of 
which there were more proclamations than regiments, and more bluster than bloodshed, 
added a touch of the farcical to its military history. In the War of the Rebellion, 
Michigan was credited with 90,119 enlistments in the Union armies. Of these Wayne 
county contributed 9,213, together with $660,554 in money for war purposes, and 
$547,000 for the relief of soldiers' families. Of the enlistments the patriotic City of the 
Straits furnished not less than 7,000. Its citizens were among the foremost on the 
battlefield, and after the war led in the movement which resulted in rearing, on the 
Campus Martius, the Soldiers' Monument, " erected by the people of Michigan in honor 
of the martyrs who fell and the heroes who fought in defense of Liberty and Union." 
At the time Detroit was first recognized as a city, in 1805, William Hull, of Massa-

and John Griffin. In 1808, Judge Bates resigned and James Witherell was appointed in 
his place. The Governor and Chief Justice Woodward were generally in very inhar- 
monious relations with each other, and the sessions were the scene of frequent bicker- 
ings. There was, in fact, but little dignity or consistency of purpose in the territorial 
government until after the reoccupation of Detroit by the Americans in 1813, when 
General Lewis Cass, first as military Governor and afterwards as territorial Governor, 
commenced those invaluable services which extended through a period of nearly half a 
century, and gave him a place in history as the most illustrious of Michigan's citizens.

land, and to convey a lot 50 feet by 100 to every person above the age of 17 years own- 
ing or inhabiting a house at the time of the fire. Under this authority Judge Wood- 
ward developed his magnificent spider web plan of map-making. The new city was to 
have in the center a circle intersected by two avenues 120 feet wide, and with avenues 
120 and 200 feet wide radiating from its outer rim. At the intersection of these ave- 
nues with others, leading out from what is now the Campus Martins, there were to be 
small parks and pleasure grounds, while still other streets were to cross the central ave- 
nues at equal distances. This plan was derided by his associates and ridiculed by the 
people, and was not half carried out. Yet to this cobweb project we are indebted for 
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the Grand Circus, the Campus Martius, and the broad Washington and Madison ave- 
nues. What remains of the plan is seen in the tract bounded by Adams, Cass, Michi- 
gan and Monroe avenues and Randolph street. 

The maps which accompany this sketch show the town as it appeared in the different 
periods. The first two, giving its lines before the Revolution and just prior to the fire of 
1805, are from drawings made under the direction of Mr. C. M. Burton, who is more famil- 
iar than any other man in Detroit with the land records in this vicinity, and who has been 
an earnest and thorough student of the history and topography of the ancient settlement 
and the modern city. The third map, which is taken from an ancient newspaper cut, 
shows Judge Woodward's plan as it was before his envious associates robbed it of some 
of its fair proportions. The spaces marked m in the plan, indicate the parks with which 
the intersections of the angling streets dotted the surface of the picturesque town. 

When the lands were apportioned to residents, under the act of 1806, the surplus 
remaining in the town, and in the ten thousand acre tract adjoining, was set apart to be 
sold for the purpose of building a court house and jail. The corner stone of this struc- 
ture, which afterwards became the territorial and State capitol, and which is now a part 
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of the Detroit High School building, was not laid until 1823. Of this structure, as 
showing the narrow limits of the residence portion of Detroit at that time, Judge Camp- 
bell says in his history of Michigan : " The original design had been to build the capitol 
in the Grand Circus. That spot was then remote and inaccessible, being regarded as 
far out in the country and in the woods. The new location was also complained of as 
too remote, and accusations of all sorts of interference and corrupting influences were 
made against the land owners in the vicinity, who had secured the capitol so near them, 
when it was a long and tedious journey to reach it. For many years it stood alone in 
the wilderness, reached only by a narrow line of timbers for a walk, and too far off for 
any one to resort to it, except under dire necessity." 

The same author, referring to the condition, not only of the city, but of the whole 
territory, about that time, says : " The first necessity of the country was more people. 
No lands had been surveyed before the war, except the old private claims. In 181 2, 
among other legislation, an act was passed setting aside two millions of acres of land in 
Michigan as bounty lands for soldiers. As soon as the war was over, and circumstances 
permitted, Mr. Tiffin, the Surveyor-General, sent agents to Michigan to select a place 
for locating these lands. Their report was such as to induce him to recommend the 
transfer of bounty locations to some other part of the United States. They began 
on the boundary line between Ohio and Indiana, and following it north for 50 miles, 
described the country as an unbroken series of tamarack swamps, bogs and sand bar- 
rens, with not more than one acre in a hundred, and probably not more than one in a 
thousand, fit for cultivation. Mr. Tiffin communicated this evil report to the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office, and he and the Secretary of War secured the repeal 
of so much of the law as applied to Michigan. They were stimulated by a second 
report of the surveyors, who found the country worse and worse as they proceeded. In 
April, 1 81 6, the law was changed, and the lands were granted instead in Illinois and 
Missouri." 

Similar misapprehensions in regard to the character of Michigan lands were long 
prevalent. Late in the thirties even a report was made by government surveyors that 
a large portion of the land in Michigan was swampy and unfit for tillage, and these 
repetitions of unfavorable reports made by government officers undoubtedly did much 
to retard immigration and to send those seeking homes in the West around the south- 
ern borders of Michigan. There were two periods, however, when the tide swelled this 
way. In 1825, after the Erie canal was opened, the western country began to settle 
very rapidly, and Michigan received a fair share of the new comers. There were then 
three fine steamers running from Buffalo, and they often landed in Detroit as many as 
300 passengers a day. But it was after 1835 that the great rush of immigration com- 
menced. In spite of unfavorable reports about Michigan soil, the Buffalo steamers, 
then the finest on American waters, brought to Detroit crowds of passengers, who rap- 
idly spread over the interior. It was a period not only of the settlement and clearing 
of farms, but of wild-cat banking and of reckless speculation in land. An old-time res- 
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ident of Detroit, whose memory extended back to that period, said a few years ago in 
one of his pioneer papers, that a very common pastime among the speculators of those 
days was to hunt up a mill site or other supposed good location for a city, purchase a 
40 or an 80 acre lot from the government, covering the site, and make a plat showing* 
the river and mill site, the water lots, the public square, and sometimes a good place 
for a court house and other public buildings, for almost every paper city was said to be 
sure of becoming the county seat When the plat was prepared it was taken around 
among business men, and explained and puffed into notice, then taken to an auctioneer 
and the lots sold at $5 and $10 each. This seems very cheap for village lots 50 by 100 
feet, but when it is considered that the land cost only $1.25 an acre, and that in many 
cases the plat was only on paper, it will be seen that a fair profit was realized. Many 
of the villages that were thus laid out and sold in the later thirties, and some even in 
which banks were started, are swamps or farm lands to this day. The energetic gen- 
tlemen who deal in realty at the present time may conduct their operations with greater 
probity than their predecessors, but could hardly surpass them in enterprise. 

The rush and hurry of the times bore some resemblance to an exciting political 
campaign, and there was not lacking even the element of song. The favorite campaign 
ditty was addressed to the Yankee farmers, and the last three of its dozen stanzas fairly 
illustrate the veracity of its assertion and the fervor of its exhortation : 

Or if you'd rather go to 

A place called Washtenaw, 
You'll find upon the Huron 

Such lands ye never saw. 
Where ships come to An-Harbor, 

Right through La Plaisance hay, 
And touch at Typsilanty, 

In Michigania. 

Or if you keep a-going 

A great deal further on, 
I guess you'll reach St. Josey's, 

Where everybody's gone! 
Where everything, like Jack's bean, 

Grows monstrous fast, they say, 
And beats the rest all hollow 

Of Michigania. 

Then come ye Yankee farmers, 

Who've mettle hearts like me, 
And elbow grease is plenty 

To bow the forest tree ! 
Come take a quarter section, 

And I'll be bound you'll say, 
This country takes the rag off 

This Michigania.

THE MODERN DETROIT. 




ROM the immigration period of 1837 to the present time, Detroit has 
been among the most rapid, in its growth, of western cities. The 
United States census returns of population for the different decades in 
this century have been as follows :

A suplementary census taken by the police in a few districts showed clearly that 
tie United States census of 1890 was defective. To what extent, the city enumeration 
was not complete enough to determine, but probably three or four thousand should 
have been added to the official figures. In 1891, nearly six square miles of territory, a 
portion of it well populated, was annexed to the city. Since the census, about 5,500 
dwelling houses have been erected, and these represent an addition to the population 
of something like 25,000. With these additions, a conservative estimate would give 
the city at the present time, a resident population of at least 240,000. Many place it 
much higher. There is, besides, a population of 7,000 or so not far outside the muni- 
cipal limits, in suburban districts, whose industries really constitute a part of the city's 
business. 

By frequent annexations of territory, as population and manufacturing industries 
increased, the city has enlarged its borders until now they include a stretch of eight 
miles of river front, extending back from three to five miles and covering an area of 
twenty-nine square miles. Within this area are all the elements of a pleasant and 
healthy city. The territory upon which it is laid out, is for the most part level, the 
exception being the ancient Bloody Run gully, which traversed the city diagonally, in 
a south-easterly direction, but which is now nearly filled up. From the very configura- 
tion of the country, underground sewers were a necessity from the start, and a system 
of sewerage, very complete in its character, has been established. Through the center, 
under Woodward avenue, is a circular sewer, nine feet in diameter, running from the river 
back a distance of three miles. During the present season, it is being extended, with 
somewhat smaller dimensions, to the northern city limits. It furnishes complete drain- 
age for a considerable distance on either side of this great central avenue. Through

other streets and avenues, at suitable distances, there are mains of six and seven feet 
in diameter, extending back from the river, with east and west connections, which 
drain all the intervening spaces. By this network of underground conduits, the 
thickly inhabited area is thoroughly drained into the deep waters of Detroit river, and 
the system is extended as fast as new districts are built up. There is not a city in the 
country that is better equipped in this respect. At the close of the fiscal year, June 30, 
1891, there were in Detroit, 125 miles of public sewers, which had cost for construction, 
$3,199,701, and 185 miles of lateral sewers, built at a cost of $885,119. This makes an 
aggregate of 310 miles of sewers, costing, $4,084,820. During the fiscal year that 
recently closed, but for which reports are not completed, not less than 20 miles were 
added to this large total. 

The water supply is kept always in advance of any legitimate wants of the people. 
In the extreme eastern portion of the city, on the borders of Lake St. Clair, and situ- 
ated in a park so large as to keep all other buildings at a good distance away, are placed 
the pumping works. Here, in a fire-proof structure, there are eight large boilers and 
three huge pumping engines, any two of which can more than supply the demands 
made upon them. The inlet pipe, through which the water is drawn, reaches far out 
into Lake St. Clair, and the water passing from this pipe to a settling basin, is sent, 
clear and pure, through forty-two inch mains, to the smaller distributing pipes. On

the first of January last, there were 402 miles of pipe in service, of which, eight and 
one-half miles were wood, and the rest iron. Of the iron pipe, 103 feet is 45 inches in 
diameter, and 44,909 feet is 42 inches. The amount of water pumped per capita is 
larger than in any other city in the country, while the tariff of charges is less than in 
any other. In 1888, there were 36,863 families supplied, and the water pumped was 
14,380,166,670 gallons, or 390,094 to each family. The introduction of meters, and 
efforts of the water commissioners to prevent waste, have reduced the amount 
pumped, so that in 1891, with 43,933 families supplied, there were 12,057,261,236 gallons 
pumped, a daily average consumption of 33,033,592 gallons, or an average of 272,080 
gallons per year to each family. The value of the water works property, including 
pipes laid and in use, in January last, was $4,129,000, and the outstanding bonds 
amounted to $1,229,000. The surplus of the water rates would provide for these 
bonds, but the credit of the city is pledged for their redemption, and taxes to the 
amount of $75,000 a year are levied to pay the interest and contribute to the sinking 
fund. The board consists of four commissioners, nominated by the Mayor and con- 
firmed by the Common Council. A number of the commissioners have been very much 
devoted to the work of the board. Conspicuous among these was the late Chauncey 
Hurlbut, who was for many years its president. He was an earnest advocate of the 
removal of the works from their old down-town site to their present location, was 
mainly instrumental in establishing the library at the water works, and, at his death, 
left $200,000 to trustees, the income of which sum is to be used for beautifying and 
maintaining the grounds about the works. 

Detroit has a fire department which ranks among the best in the country. It is 
under the control of a non-partisan and unsalaried commission of four members, nomi- 
nated by the Mayor and confirmed by the Common Council. The city has been fortu- 
nate for many years in securing the services, on this commission, of public-spirited 
citizens who became interested in the department, and who brought to its work the 
same zeal and energy that they have devoted to their private affairs. Stimulated by 
their example, and encouraged by a permanent tenure of position with frequent oppor- 
tunities for advancement, the paid force in the department have been noted for fidel- 
ity to their trust, and for ingenuity in devising ways for making their work effect- 
ive, while their annals are brightened with many instances of heroism in peril, and even 
unto death. The city has recently recognized its obligations to the men who hazard 
their lives in the line of duty, by establishing a pension fund for the families of those 
who are killed in the service. In the center of almost every block in the city there is 
an alley, and these alleys, with the broad streets, enable the force to reach a fire in any 
portion of any block, although the network of overhead telegraph, telephone and elec- 
tric light wires has sometimes obstructed them in their operations. The uniformed 
force of the department consists of 225 men, and the property at the close of the last 
fiscal year was inventoried at $998,250. There were then 15 organized engine compa- 
nies, 6 hook and ladder and 4 chemical engine companies, with three extra engines and

two extra trucks. The equipment will be further increased during the present year, 
the most important addition being a fire boat for service along the river front. 

The metropolitan police force of Detroit was established by an act passed by the 
Legislature of Michigan in April, 1865, and was placed under the control of a commis- 
sion consisting of four members appointed by the Governor of the State and confirmed 
by the Senate. This method of appointment was adopted in order to keep the force 
free from municipal politics and other local influences. The commissioners have always 
been divided equally between the two leading political parties, but political considera- 
tions have never entered into the composition of the working force. The Legislature 
of 1891 passed an act changing the mode of appointment, so that now the commission- 
ers are named by the Mayor. At the beginning of the present year the police force 
consisted of one superintendent, one deputy, three captains, 14 sergeants, 27 rounds- 
men, 307 patrolmen, 13 doormen and two hostlers, a total of 368. The real estate 
belonging to the department consists of the headquarters building on Randolph and 
Bates streets, and 10 stations, to six of which barns are attached. The property is val- 
ued at $144,308. The force is under good discipline, and does excellent service. A 
pension fund was recently established for the benefit of the families of those who are 
killed while on duty. A police court with two judges takes cognizance of criminal 
complaints made by the police.

Michigan is noted for the excellence of its public school system, and the Detroit 
schools are not behind those of any city in the country. They are under the general con- 
trol of a Board of Education, consisting of one member from each ward, holding office for 
four years, one-half being chosen every two years.

By the State constitution of 1850, it was provided that fines for violations of the 
criminal laws should go to the maintenance of a public library in the township, village 
or city where they are incurred. From this wise method of making vice support its 
preventive, arose the magnificent public library, which is situated in the triangular park 
bounded by Farrarand Farmer streets and Gratiot avenue, and which contains 110,000 
volumes. It is still supported by penal fines, supplemented by a twentieth mill tax on 
the city valuation. 

There are few cities in this country that are more handsomely laid out in the busi- 
ness and best residence portions than Detroit. Jefferson avenue for a distance of three

and a half miles, part of which is business and part residence, is 120 feet wide, and will 
soon be made of uniform width to the eastern city limits. Woodward avenue, which is 
five miles long within the city limits, is mostly 100 feet wide. Through the residence 
districts on either side of it there are several streets 80 feet wide; and a similar gener- 
ous width has been given to many streets and avenues in other districts of the city. 
These give abundant space for grass plats between the sidewalks and roadway. Besides 
this, in front of many of the residences the fences have been removed, so that from 
dwelling to roadway the space is open. The adornments of flower beds and shrubbery 
are numerous and tasteful, and there are miles of the city streets that are further 
adorned with a variety of shade trees. Of the streets within the city limits, up to the 
close of the last fiscal year, 160 miles had been paved, at a total cost of over $5,000,000. 
The material used for paving was for some years almost exclusively cedar block, but 
asphalt is now in great favor for ordinary driving, and vitrified brick or Medina stone 
for streets upon which there is heavy traffic. 

Upon the city streets there are, reducing the double track railroads to single track, 
about 75 miles of street railway service, nearly all of which is controlled by two com- 
panies, the Citizens' Street Railway Company and the Fort Wayne and Belle Isle Rail- 
way Company. In addition to the mileage within the city, there are two lines extend- 
ing to Grosse Pointe, one by way of the Mack road and one on Jefferson avenue; there

is one line to Wyandotte and South Detroit, passing the Exposition buildings, and one 
along the Rouge river from the Exposition grounds to Woodmere. There is also one 
planned by way of Michigan avenue to Dearborn. For the two Grosse Pointe lines the 
motive power is the Healey steam motor. The other lines outside the city have an 
electrical equipment, with the overhead wire system, and lines within the city limits 
are being rapidly equipped with the same system. 

The wide and well-shaded streets are well supplemented by a system of small 
parks which are partly the result of Judge Woodward's plan of laying out the city, and 
partly acquired by private gift. Of the triangular parks opened at the intersection of 
diagonal streets, one has been used for police headquarters and one for the public 
library. The others, adorned with flowers and shrubbery, are open to the public. 
There are ten parks of less than two acres each scattered about the city. Cass Park, 
the gift of General Cass, has five acres; the Grand Circus has about five and a half, and 
Clark Park, in the western part of the city, has nearly 25, the aggregate of the whole 
system being about 42 acres. In the extreme eastern part of the city is the Water 
Works Park already referred to. 

But the gem of Detroit's pleasure grounds is Belle Isle, the beautiful island of 703 
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acres, about which the broad channels of Detroit river sweep just after leaving Lake 
St. Clair. The island lacks the feature of a diversified surface, for, like the surround- 
ing country, it is almost perfectly level, but it has every other quality of a delightful 
pleasure resort. When purchased by the city a dozen years ago, it was nearly all cov- 
ered with a heavy growth of native forest trees, and part of it with a thick under- 
growth. Enough of the latter has been left on the upper part of the island to give 
a touch of solitude to the rambles among its thickets, while large tracts of the forest 
growth remain. Other portions have been cleared and graded for parade grounds, ball 
grounds, race track and flower gardens. Lakes and canals have been dredged out of 
the lower portions of the island, and excellent roadways and walks constructed across 
it in different directions. The island canals and the surrounding waters furnish excel- 
lent facilities for swimming, rowing and yachting in summer and for skating in winter, 
while the smooth roadways are the favorite ones about the city for driving and bicy- 
cling. The island is reached by an iron bridge about half a mile long, and by ferry 
boats, which, during the summer, leave the down town docks once in twenty minutes, 
or oftener. As many as 50,000 people have visited this unique and charming pleasure 
ground in a single day. The city authorities have fully appreciated the value of the

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island, and have been liberal in appropriations for its improvement. Up to the 1st of 
January last, it had cost $890,000, and the bridge about $315,000 more. Nearly $250,000 
is available for this year's work on the island. 

At the Jefferson avenue end of Belle Isle bridge commences what will in a few 
years be the finest driveway on the continent. This is the Grand Boulevard, which, 
leaving the point mentioned, goes northward nearly three miles, and then turns west- 
ward and encircles the city until it approaches the river again at Fort street, in the 
western portion. It is n# miles long, and 150 feet wide through a large portion of 
its distance, though widening out to 200 feet in some stretches. In some portions it has 
a broad central roadway, and in others two roadways, with a park between. In two

sections there still remain within its line large forest trees of ancient growth, while 
elms and maples and ornamental shrubbery have been set out in recent years. The " 
entire right of way has been secured, very largely through the gift of liberal citizens, 
and most of the roadway has been opened and worked. The design is to macadamize 
the entire roadway. The work on four miles of this is already completed, and that for 
five miles more is under contract to be completed this season. 

The Boulevard and all the parks, except that at the water works, are under charge 
of a commission, consisting of four members, appointed by the Mayor and confirmed by 
the Common Council. Their work has been intelligently done, and the improvements 
have been favored with liberal appropriations. Under this fostering care, Belle Isle 
Park is now Detroit's chief adornment, and it and the Boulevard will continue to aid in 
giving the city high rank among the fairest cities on the continent.

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ON LAKE HND STRAIT. 




|HE first great contributor to the prosperity of Detroit was the magnificent 
stream of water that flows past its doors. This river, bearing upon its 
mighty current the riches of the great Northwest, continues to be a leading 
factor in the wealth and industry of the whole lake region. To commence 
at the extreme western point of Lake Superior, in seeking the source of its 

f\ immense traffic, the cities of Duluth, Minn., and of West Superior, Wis., 
have a commerce that is yet in its youth, but that is even now of immense 
proportions. Duluth, after various fluctuations of fortune, since it first 
inscribed itself "The Zenith City of the Unsalted Seas," has settled upon a career of 
what promises to be unbroken prosperity. It not only receives the cargoes of coal and 
general merchandise from hundreds of vessels during the season of navigation, but it 
is among the leading shipping points in the world for wheat and flour. During a 
single week in November last its grain receipts were 2,779,867 bushels, and its ship- 
ments were 2,358,301 bushels. For the whole season of navigation, in 1891, wheat ship- 
ments by water from Duluth were 32,600,000 bushels, and flour shipments were nearly 
3,000,000 barrels. West Superior is becoming an active rival to Duluth, is already one 
of the largest shipbuilding ports on the lakes, and the traffic which it furnishes greatly 
swell the total of lake cargoes. 

Coming down the lake, navigation is reached at various ports by the products of 
the copper mines of the Upper Peninsula, and the iron mines of Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota. The copper mines cut no great figure in lake tonnage, their total out- 
put being a matter of 65,000 tons or so, but the aggregate value of their product last 
year exceeded $15,000,000. The iron region, in its four great ranges, is the largest 
single feeder to upper lake tonnage. The oldest of these ranges, the Marquette, divides 
its product between Lake Superior and Lake Michigan ports. The Vermilion range 
sends its entire product to the port of Two Harbors, on the Minnesota shore of Lake 
Superior. The Gogebic range, which skirts the borders of Michigan and Wisconsin, 
sends a large proportion of its output through Lake Superior by way of Ashland, Wis- 
consin. The ore from the Menominee range touches water almost wholly at Escanaba. 

The entire output of these mines, in 1890, exceeded 9,000,000 gross tons of ore. Of 
this amount, 3,756,143 gross tons was shipped from the city of Escanaba, which is the 
largest iron ore shipping port in the world. Of the total output, 8,155,324 gross tons, 
equal to 9,133,863 net tons, was shipped by water; enough to furnish cargoes to more

than 4,500 vessels of 2,000 tons each. Including the Lake Superior portion of the iron 
ore shipments, the grain shipments from Duluth and West Superior, the coal shipments 
upward bound, and the general merchandise, there passed through the single lock of 
the Sault Canal, in 1890, 10,557 vessels, with an actual freight tonnage of more than 
9,000,000, valued at $102,000,000. During the 225 days of navigation in 1891, owing to 
a lessened demand for iron ore, the number of vessels locked through the canal was 
less, but the value of the cargoes was greater, reaching $128,000,000. The cargoes 
included 38,816,000 bushels of wheat and 3,780,000 barrels of flour, 

The immense fleet of vessels that goes through the Sault downward bound, after 
passing the canal and winding through the tortuous channels of St. Mary's river, enters 
Lake Huron, where it is reinforced by the grain-laden fleet that comes through Lake 
Michigan and the Straits of Mackinac from Chicago and Milwaukee, a large portion of 
Escanaba's iron fleet, lumber vessels from Lake Huron shores, and passenger steamers 
from numerous points. Off Saginaw Bay it receives further accessions from the lum- 
ber fleet loaded on the Saginaw river, for many years the largest lumber shipping dis- 
trict in the world. The vessels of these combined fleets, as they follow in stately pro- 
cession the majestic sweep of waters around the Southeast Bend of St. Clair river, or 
pass in panoramic review the broad channel of Detroit river opposite the lofty turrets

and spacious balconies of the Exposition building, represent an aggregate tonnage that 
is equaled at no other point on the navigable waters of the globe. 

In 1 890 a careful calculation, based upon the custom house records, showed the pas- 
sage through the Lime Kilns Crossing of Detroit river, during the seven and one-half 
months of navigation, of 35,640 American vessels, with a registered tonnage of 21,684,- 
000. Concerning this, the officer making the estimate says : " This statement does not 
include Canadian vessels, a large number of which use this channel, nor does it include 
any vessels not clearing from the various custom houses. Were these included, a con- 
siderably greater showing could be made, and, as the registered tonnage of vessels 
averages less than the freight tonnage which they carry, it would be safe to estimate 
28,000,000 net tons of freight as the amount that passes through the channel at the 
Lime Kilns Crossing annually." Other estimates have put the amount as high as 
36,000,000 tons. During the whole of the latest year of which we have any record, the 
tonnage entering and leaving the port of London, was 19,245,417; Liverpool, 14,175,417; 
New York, 11,051,236; all other salt water ports of the United States combined,

clearing the ports of London and Liverpool combined during the whole twelve months, 
and considerably in excess of that entering and clearing all the Atlantic, Gulf and 
Pacific ports of the United States. To Detroit and all the other lake ports this enor- 
mous traffic pays its tribute of employment to industry and disbursement of freight 
tolls. It is interesting to note that the improvements in lake and river channels, which 
make it possible to carry on this immense traffic, received its first great impetus from 
one of Detroit's distinguished citizens. When Zachariah Chandler, succeeded Gen. Cass 
in the United States Senate, the first bill he introduced was one for deepening the 
channel at St. Clair Flats. During 20 years of service in the Senate he was the most 
influential advocate of that policy which has deepened the lake channels from eight 
and nine feet to 16, and which will soon make them 20 and 21 feet deep. 

The vessels whose frequent passages make up the enormous aggregates of Detroit 
river traffic, constitute a considerable portion of the whole floating equipment of the 
Great Lakes. This equipment, at the close of the last fiscal year, numbered 3,600 ves- 
sels, with a gross tonnage of 1,154,870. It far exceeded the tonnage of the Western 
rivers and Pacific coast together, and was nearly half that registered in the entire 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts. To its numbers were added in the year ending June 30, 1891, 
the aggregate of 204 vessels, with a tonnage of 111,856, and that was not the best year 
for lake ship building. For the year ending June 30, 1889, the total tonnage built on 
the Northern Lakes was 107,080, while that on the entire seaboard of the country, 
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including the Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific coasts, was only 111,852. In the largest and 
best vessels the lake district is in advance of its Eastern rivals, for the average tonnage 
of the vessels built in 1891 on the Northern Lakes was 548, while on the Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts it was only 231. In steam vessels the construction on the lakes aggregated 
123, with a tonnage of 93,323, an average of 758 tons to the vessel. On the Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts there were 216 steam vessels built, with a tonnage of 67,074, an average 
of only 310 tons, and in the latter are included, to help bring up the average, the ocean

In the construction 
of steam vessels, 
Michigan led the 
States of the Union 
with a tonnage of 
45,410. Pennsylva- 
nia was second with 
a tonnage of 38,525, 
and then Ohio with 
31,580. In Michigan 
the Huron district, 
which includes the 
St. Clair and Sagi- 
naw rivers, built 
three times as much 
steam tonnage as 
the whole Pacific 
coast, and the De- 
troit district built 
more than all the 
private yards on the 
New York seaboard. 
The valuation

the lakes in 1890, 
was $48,434,35°. and 
on sail vessels, in- 
cluding barges, it 
was $9,694,150, a to- 
tal of $58,128,500. 
The actual value is 
put by vessel men 
much higher. The 
value of new ton- 
nage built since 1887 
has been a "hove 
$7,500,000 a year, 
and on two occa- 
sions has exceeded 
$8,000,000. Accord- 
ing to the census 
bureau the percent- 
age of increase be- 
tween 1 886 and 1 890 
was 120 per cent in 
steam vessels and 
13.38 in sail vessels. 
The lake ship- 



building industry has shown not only immense proportions but a great fertility of 
inventive resources. Its builders were foremost in the construction of four-masted 
schooners, when that admirable type of sailing vessel was in the height of its popular- 
ity. One of the few five-masted schooners that ever floated was of lake constructioa 
The novel process of building a large steamer, sawing it in two on the stocks, launching 
it in two parts, floating it through the St. Lawrence canals, and afterwards putting 
the two sections together, was the device of a lake shipbuilder. And, lastly, West 
Superior, the lake port that is most remote from the seaboard, is the home of the 
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whaleback, a type of vessel that seems likely to revolutionize some lines of water 
freight carriage, and at this remote point there are facilities for the entire construction 
of one of these novel craft every month. 

The instructive and suggestive figures that relate to this immense interest, might 
be multiplied indefinitely. They constitute an industry whose fruits are seen in the 
moving panorama that daily passes on the river, and in which the City of the Straits 
fully shares. Within sight of the Exposition tower are five yards for the building and 
repairing of large vessels, in one of which are built the largest class of iron and steel 
composite steam- 
ers that vex the 
waters of the Great 
Lakes, while at one 
of the other yards 
the plant includes 
an enormous dry 
dock 378 feet long, 
91 feet wide at the 
top, with 16 feet 
six inches of water 
over the mitre sills, 
and capable of 
floating the larg- 
est vessels on the 
lakes. As a por- 
tion of the ship- 
building industry 
in this, as in other 
lake cities, there 
are immense 
plants for the 
construction of ma- 
rine engines and 
boilers, yards and 



houses for the 
building of small 
craft, forges for 
making various 
kinds of ship iron 
work, lofts for the 
making of sails 
and rigging, and 
the numerous 
smaller industries 
that gather about 
this great source 
of commercial ac- 
tivity and prosper- 
ity. Cuts accom- 
panying this 
sketch, show two 
of the large vessels 
constructed at the 
Wyandotte yards. 
This magnifi- 
cent strait, the De- 
troit river, with a 
depth of from 20 
to 46 feet of water, 

a width, opposite the city, of more than half a mile, and a current of three miles an 
hour, not only carries the commerce of a nation, and contributes to the wealth and 
prosperity of Michigan's metropolis, but it is a great source of health and pleasure to 
her citizens and visitors. It brings the blessings of good drainage, pure air, and cool- 
ing breezes, without the drawbacks of either tides or floods. It never dries up and 
never overflows its banks, but ever flows, a ceaseless and unvarying current. The 
docks along its banks are the starting point for some of the pleasantest water excursions 
in the country. Even the rides back and forth on the ferry boats running to Windsor

and Belle Isle are a favorite recreation for Detroit residents. For the low fare of ten 
cents, a passenger may remain on the upper decks of these boats, refreshed by the cool 
river breezes, for a whole day. Short excursions down the river may be had by boats 
running every half hour, during the hot season, to Fighting Island, seven miles from 
the central portion of the city. At less frequent intervals, there are excursions to the 
iron-working and ship-building city of Wyandotte, to the beautiful island of Grosse 
Isle, to the Canadian city of Amherstburg, and to Stony Island, Sugar Island and other 
small picnic and fishing islets inclosed by the river, where it broadens out to a width 
measured only by miles, before emptying its waters into Lake Erie. 

There are also delightful excursions at low rates of fare to the historic and beauti- 
ful group of islands in Lake Erie, including Put-in Bay, Middle Bass, Kelley's and 
others, which constitute one of the richest grape and fruit growing districts this side of 
the Pacific Coast. About these islands there is excellent fishing in the spring. Put-in 
Bay is, in summer, a favorite location for sailing regattas and other water sports, and a 
popular summer resort. There are on the islands a number of club houses and good 
hotels, and in the season the visitors there count up to thousands daily. The steamers 
which stop at the islands usually continue their trips to either Sandusky or Cleveland ; 
and still another pleasant trip can be taken across the lake to Toledo. All of these 
excursions carry the visitor past the Exposition grounds, and during the continuance of

the exhibition the first portion of this beautiful river ride can be taken on the way to 
the grounds on boats leaving either Woodward Avenue, Campau Avenue or Twenty- 
Fourth Street every half hour or oftener. 

Up the river there is one short excursion trip past Detroit's beautiful Island Park, past 
the delightful summer village of Grosse Pointe, and up the winding course of Clinton 
river to Mt. Clemens; another across Lake St. Clair to the Canadian side, and then 
through the tortuous Thames river to Chatham; and still another across Lake St. Clair 
near its western shore, and then through the North Channel into St. Clair river. 

A unique resort, within two hours' ride from the city, is at St. Clair Flats, where 
the waters of the river of that name spread through marshes and over flats for an area. 
of many square miles. The Flats furnish the best bass fishing waters in the United 
States, and some of the best duck shooting marshes in the North. Along their edge, 
and not far from the channel banks of the river, are nearly a hundred cottages, hotels 
and club houses, erected on piles or made ground, and constituting a village of lake 
dwellers which has nothing else like it in this country. Beyond the Flats are the pleas- 
ant summer resorts of Maple Leaf and Grande Pointe, on Harsen's Island, and across 
the river on the Canadian side is Walpole Island, with its large Indian reservation and 
village. One of the most delightful river rides in the country extends beyond this- 
through St. Clair river, past Algonac, Marine City, St. Clair, the Oakland, the Somer-

ville, and Idlewild resorts to Port Huron. From Detroit to Port Huron and return 
makes a comfortable day and evening ride, more than thirty miles of it being through 
St. Clair river, where the high banks, highly cultivated lands and numerous villages 
make a beautiful and ever varied scene. 

Besides these river excursions there are pleasant trips into the interior, the roost 
popular of which is that to Orchard lake and the other lakes about Pontiac. Six or 
eight trains a day give access to this lake region, and three or four trains a day will 
take the visitor to Orion lake, another of Oakland county's pleasant resorts. Taking 
these various land and water excursions together the resident or visitor in Detroit may 
spend his nights in the city and take a different excursion every day for two or three 
weeks, each excursion having some special attraction. 

If the visitor desires longer trips through or about the State, numerous lines of 
steamers touching here will take him to Mackinac, the Sault, Marquette, Duluth or any 
other of the famous resorts on the shores of the upper lakes ; or the various lines of 
railroad which stretch from this city across the State will take him to any of the water- 
ing places on the west shore, or to the noted hunting and fishing regions or shore 
resorts in Northern Michigan.

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RAILROAD ACCOMMODATIONS. 



' HEN the first tide of immigration struck Michigan territory along in the 
twenties, government aid was necessary to provide means for transpor- 
tation into the interior, and the four great territorial roads were com- 
menced. As ultimately completed, the first became the Chicago road. 
The portion within the city is now Michigan Avenue, and as new towns sprung up it 
became the means of communication with Ypsilanti, Ann Arbor, Marshall, Battle 
Creek, Kalamazoo, Niles and other places. The second, now Grand River Avenue, 
extended across the State in a westerly direction to Grand Rapids. The third, Wood- 
ward Avenue, was the Saginaw turnpike, reaching Pontiac, Flint and the Saginaw 
Valley. The fourth, now Gratiot Avenue, took a northeasterly direction to Fort 
Gratiot, at the foot of Lake Huron.

The roads served a purpose for slow and tedious communication, but they were 
almost impassable during the wet season, and the people sought better means of trans- 
portation. As early as 1830 a railroad was chartered from Detroit to Pontiac. This 
project failed, though afterwards revived, and the first charter under which railroad 
construction actually commenced was one granted in 1832 for a road to St. Joseph. la 
1836 the incipient State undertook the completion of this road, upon which no great 
progress had been made. It also undertook to build a railroad from Monroe westward, 
and one from Port Huron to Lake Michigan. It made no progress on the latter, and 
work on the first two went along very slowly. 

In 1837 the State developed a grand scheme for internal improvements, which 
included not only these three railroads, but a canal from Mt. Clemens to the mouth of 
the Kalamazoo river, a canal around the falls at the Sault, and various minor schemes. A 
loan of $5,000,000 was voted for these improvements, and the young State started on 
the high road of improvement at a speed which if unchecked would have soon led to 
bankruptcy. About $1,300,000 was realized on the bonds. The two eastern firms 
which acted as agents for the bonds, and which had paid for a portion of them, failed, 
and it was found that they had hypothecated the rest of the bonds for their private 
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debts. After long negotiations these bonds were readjusted on an equitable basis, but 
meantime the great works of internal improvement ceased. The canal schemes were 
entirely abandoned. The St. Joseph railroad was, in the course of eight years, finished 
to Kalamazoo, though with a very poor equipment, and some progress was made on the 
railroad from Monroe westward. In 1846 the St. Joseph railroad was sold for $2,000,- 
000, and fortunately fell into the hands of men with means and energy, who completed 
it in 1849 to Chicago. As the Michigan Central, it has been the greatest of all railroad 
contributors to the prosperity of Detroit, and by building or purchase has incorporated 
in its system lines reaching nearly every city of any importance in the Lower Peninsula 
of Michigan. The road from Monroe was also sold to Michigan and eastern capitalists, 
who completed it to Chicago, and it became part of the present Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern system. It brought $500,000. The money received for these two roads 
cleared the State of its financial embarrassments and re-established its credit. 

In 1834 another charter was granted for a railroad from Detroit to Pontiac. This 
road, which had its Detroit terminus near the corner of Monroe and Woodward ave- 
nues, progressed very slowly and was not finished to Birmingham till 1839, and its 
opening to Pontiac was celebrated July 4, 1843. It was afterwards consolidated with 
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the Oakland & Ottawa railroad, and first gave through travel to Lake Michigan in 1855. 
The Detroit, Grand Haven & Milwaukee railway is the successor of these roads. 

Thus was laid the foundation of the Michigan railroad system, of which for some 
years these three roads constituted almost the whole. In the Lower Peninsula three 
land grant roads, now of great importance, followed, the Grand Rapids & Indiana, the 
Jackson, Lansing & Saginaw — now the Saginaw and Mackinaw divisions of the Michigan 
Central — and the Flint & Pere Marquette. From 1865 to 1868, railroad building was 
over-stimulated by a system of voting local aid to such enterprises, but the Supreme Court 
declared the act under which this was done to be unconstitutional. This was a serious 
disappointment to many aspiring towns which wanted new roads and a big debt, but it 
was no hindrance to the progress of the State, for private enterprise has pushed rail- 
road construction rapidly enough. There is not space available here to go into further 
details of railroad construction, but the following table shows the completed mileage of 
roads in the State, at the close of the years mentioned :

As one of the most important commercial cities in the west, Detroit has drawn to 
itself as a main objective point, a number of the new railroads. It is not only on 
through lines connecting it with the main railroad systems of the country, but by 
means of the Michigan roads it is brought into intimate association with all parts of 
this State. Its direct eastern connections are by way of the Great Western division of 
the Grand Trunk to Toronto, Suspension Bridge, Buffalo and all points east ; by the 
Canada division of the Michigan Central to Suspension Bridge and Buffalo, with con- 
nections at these points for the east; by the Canadian Pacific to all points in the 
Dominion, and by way of Port Huron the main line of the Grand Trunk is reached. 

. Aside from the Canada division, three divisions of the Michigan Central have 
Detroit as their initial point, the main line, from which at Jackson the Air Line, Sagi- 
naw and Grand Rapids divisions diverge, the Toledo division passing through Monroe 
to Toledo, and the Bay City division, running north to Bay City and Saginaw, and con- 
necting there with the Mackinaw division. 

The Lake Shore & Michigan Southern has trains from Detroit to Toledo, where 
they connect with the main line, and to Chicago via Monroe and Adrian. Connecting 
with these it has numerous other lines through the southern and central portions of 
the State. 

The Detroit, Grand Haven & Milwaukee goes through Pontiac, Holly, Owosso, 
Ionia and Grand Rapids to Grand Haven, whence its steamers run regularly to Milwau- 
kee. At Durand it connects with the Chicago & Grand Trunk through Lansing, Battle 
Creek and other cities to Chicago. 
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The Wabash has its own roads to St. Louis and Chicago, and passing as it does 
through the rich grain regions of northern Indiana and central Illinois, is the largest 
contributor to the grain business of Detroit. 

The Flint & Pere Marquette goes by way of Holly and Flint to Saginaw, and 
thence across the State to Ludington, crossing all the north and south roads. From 
Ludington its steamers take freight and passengers across Lake Michigan to Manito- 
woc, where connections are made with the northwest. 

The Detroit, Lansing & Northern, which is now a part of the Chicago & West 
Michigan system, has a single line through Howell, Brighton and Lansing to Grand 
Ledge, whence one line runs to Grand Rapids and one through Ionia and Greenville to 
Howard City. Through the Chicago & West Michigan system it gives connections 
throughout western and northern Michigan. 

Through the Upper Peninsula from east to west run two trunk lines of railroad, 
the Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic, and the Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie, 
and at Mackinaw these make connections for Detroit and the whole Lower Peninsula, 
through the Mackinaw division of the Michigan Central, and the Grand Rapids & Indi- 
ana railroad. The Upper Peninsula, in its western portion, is traversed by numerous 
other lines which intersect or parallel the two roads mentioned. 
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The various lines centering in Detroit put the commercial metropolis of Michigan 
in close contact with all the rest of the State. Their benefits were greatly enhanced, 
four years ago, by the construction of the Belt Line, which encircles the city, crossing 
every other railroad, and facilitating the interchange of freights. This road, in its 
circuit, passes nearly ioo manufactories, some of them very large ones ; and, with 
switch tracks entering many of their yards, gives the best of facilities for shipping, and 
also for the transferring of freights from one road to another. It thus, for freight pur- 
poses, practically consolidates all the railroads entering the city. It also runs passenger 
trains at hours most convenient to laboring men, and thus, for a five cent fare, gives 
them rapid communication between their homes and the work shops. 

A company has been incorporated for the construction of a belt line railroad on a 
circle of much larger radius, the road to be mostly an elevated one, extending along the 
river front, and then taking a wide circuit around the city, the whole length being 25 
miles. But this project, if realized, is one for the somewhat distant future. 

Of the depots that have been for some years in use, that of the Michigan Central, 
at the foot of Third street, accommodates the trains of that system, together with those 
of the Flint & Pere Marquette, and the Detroit, Lansing & Northern. The Wabash 
depot, at the foot of Twelfth street, is used by that company and by the Canadian 
Pacific. The Grand Trunk depot, at the foot of Brush street, accommodates the trains of 
the Detroit, Grand Haven & Milwaukee, the Grand Trunk, and the Lake Shore & Mich- 
igan Southern. These depots have furnished fair accommodations to existing railroads, 
but during the past three years, a structure and approaches have been in process of con- 
struction, which will be a great addition to the railroad facilities of the city. A company, 
composed largely of Detroit capitalists, with Hon. James F. Joy at the head of it, have 
been constructing a viaduct from the old tracks of the Wabash road, near Fourteenth 
street, over River and Congress streets to the corner of Fort and Third, where a spacious 
and elegant passenger depot was this summer completed. This depot, and the viaduct 
approach, are to accommodate the passenger traffic of the Wabash, the Canadian 
Pacific, the Flint & Pere Marquette, and the Detroit, Lansing & Northern, the two lat- 
ter roads approaching the city by a new track from Plymouth to a junction with the 
Wabash, near the western city limits. 

The new Union Depot invites other roads to the city, and there is every indication 
that the invitation will soon be accepted. The Pennsylvania system, which has more 
mileage than any other in the country, has long been considering a Detroit connection, 
and has surveyed a line from Toledo nearly to the western city limits, whence its trains 
will come over the Wabash tracks to the Union Depot. This new accession to 
Detroit's railroad lines will give direct connection with the coal fields of Pennsylvania 
and Ohio. The Toledo, Ann Arbor & North Michigan, which has been rapidly spread- 
ing its lines over northwestern Michigan, is also anxious to obtain a Detroit connection, 
which the Union Depot will enable it to do. 

A company also filed articles of incorporation last May, with the purpose of build- 
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ing a double track railroad from Toledo to Detroit, entering the city by way of the 
Wabash. It is the design of this company to permit the use of its tracks to any road 
desiring them, and thus furnish easy access to the city for the Toledo, Ann Arbor & 
North Michigan, the Wheeling & Lake Erie, the Ohio Central and other roads which 
are looking this way. It is not expected that all of the plans talked of will be immedi- 
ately consummated, but there is every indication that within a year or two, under the 
impulse of the Union Depot movement, the railroad facilities of Detroit, already excel- 
lent in character, will be materially increased. 

On the eastern side of the city still another line is among the certainties of the near 
future. The right of way for nearly the whole distance has been obtained for a road 
from Detroit, through Mt. Clemens and Marine City, to St. Clair, with an extension 
contemplated at no distant day to Port Huron. 

It is at the points where lake, river and railroad meet that the best conveniences 
for the easy and economical conduct of business are found. Detroit, as may be seen 
from the above sketch, is peculiarly favored in this respect. From its advantageous 
position it became the natural possessor of the grain elevators that loom up over its 
river banks, of the varied and extensive manufactories that employ many thousands of 
its citizens, of a commercial business that extends throughout the northwest, and of a 
financial strength that makes it the banking center of Michigan. 
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i THE incongruous and un-American rule of the Governor and 
the territory of Michigan bore one excellent fruit in the sound 1 
which it placed Detroit land titles. On account of the divided 
which the territory had been under to the French, British and 
governments, and the conflicting claims of various Indian tribe 
the opening of the present century were held upon a very 
tenure. No government lands were in market and no one fe 
the title to his property. Government commissioners who were 
to investigate the subject, reported in 1805 that there were only six good far 
the territory. Governor Hull and Chief Justice Woodward in their visit to Washington 
in 1806, secured authority to lay out the town of Detroit and ten thousand acres adjoin- 
ing, and in the subsequent year Congress passed an act granting to each person who 
possessed or occupied lands on the first of July, 1796, a title to such lands, not exceeding 
640 acres to each tract. Subsequent laws gave additional grants and pre-emptions. 
Under this legislation good titles to farms were given in all the settled parts of Michi- 
gan. In Detroit, the Governor and Judges themselves made the distribution and gave 
the deeds, and the most critical purchaser in these days does not need to go back of 
their deeds to make sure of a good foundation to the title of either park lot, private 
claim or section of the ten thousand acre tract. This sound and uniform basis for land 
titles has been followed by more than usual care in the keeping of records and in com- 
piling abstracts, and there are few portions of the country where there has been less 
trouble about land titles than there is in Wayne county. It is customary in all sales, in 
and about the city at least, to furnish abstracts of title, and there are very few subdivi- 
sions that have not a printed abstract to accompany each lot. 

In a city that has gained, as Detroit has, from 48 to 130 per cent in population dur- 
ing the different decades of the past half century, there could hardly fail to be a rapid 
rise in the value of real estate, and there has been here a rise quite uniform in its per- 
centage from one period to another. There have been no periods of undue inflation to 
be followed by disastrous collapse. Even the speculative craze of 1837 did not affect 
Detroit property to anything like the extent that it did lots in the imaginary villages 
that sprung up within a radius of a hundred miles around it, and the panic of 1873 was 
not followed by any noticeable depreciation in values. 

There are some very evident reasons for the uniformity of this continuous advance. 
The land about the city is almost entirely level, giving room for indefinite expansion in 
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ever)' direction except on the river side, and the means of transit across and around the 
city are good. This prevents congestion of population or business in any particular 
locality. If there is a tendency toward exorbitant prices for manufacturing sites in one 
locality, the various lines of railroad offer a choice of sites in other directions. In the 
same way when cottage lots reach nearly the investment limit of ordinary purchasers 
in value, new subdivisions at lower prices but a little further out are very certain to 
appear on the market. The manner in which manufactories are scattered about the 
city also tends to equalize values in different directions, and to maintain some degree of 
uniformity. The manufactories, giving employment as they do to thousands of 
men in a dozen different portions of the city, not only add to the general prosperity but 
contribute to the growth and population of every section. 

There are some portions of Detroit as in almost every other city, where neighbor- 
hoods have passed through the various stages of first-class residence neighborhood, 
second-class residence and cheap boarding-house quarter before they come into active 
demand for business purposes. While in the transition period these sections have 
remained nearly stationary in value, and in some cases even, have actually depreciated. 
These cases are not common, and where they have occurred the business occupation 
has finally brought a rapid accession of value. There are other cases, not a few, where 
improvements of unusual importance have greatly accelerated the natural enhancement 
of values, as where a new manufactory has brought a large number of fresh employees 
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into a neighborhood, or where a new public building, like the city hall or postoffice, has 
diverted the natural currents of business activity. 

It is not within the scope of this review to catalogue the prices of real estate in 
different portions of the city, but two or three instances of its enhancement may be 
interesting. One of the oldest business men in Detroit, Mr. Alanson Sheley, came to 
the city more than 60 years ago, and, before his retirement, was engaged in active busi- 
ness for half a century. He was an early investor on Woodward avenue, and recently 
gave the writer his recollections of that thoroughfare. In 1833, he knew of the sale of 
a lot on the corner of Woodward avenue and Gratiot, with 60 feet front on the former 
avenue, for $300, or $5 a foot. He continued : " In 1848, I bought a lot a little further 
up, on the same side of the avenue, 60 feet by 100, for $1,000. I built a house and lived 
there until 1868, when I moved the house and built three stores, costing something over 
$18,000. The property thus cost me less than $20,000. It would sell to-day for 
$120,000, and I consider it worth a good deal more than that. In 1834, a Frenchman 
gave $400 for Park lot 69, at the corner of what is now Stimson place. I bought it of 
him, in 1853, for $5,000, and my friends said I paid an awful price. It is now worth 
$100,000." In the locality first mentioned, in this conversation, land would now bring 
at least $3,000 a foot front. 

Mr. C. M. Burton, in making abstracts, has traced the history of a suburban tract, 
which is equally interesting. Private claim 67, in Springwells, on the front of which 
the Exposition is situated, contains 594 acres, extending from the river back two miles 
or more. It was bought in 1832 for $1,000, and sold in 1858 for $25,000. The tract 
south of Fort street, less than one-third of the whole, was sold in 1881 for $60,000, or 
about $300 an acre. In 1889, the Exposition Association purchased 69 acres of this 
for $138,000, or $2,000 an acre, and that was only two-thirds of the price then ruling. 
There is nothing for sale in the immediate vicinity now for less than $4,000 an acre. 
Similar instances of increased values might be given by the hundred. 

The range of prices within the city is very easily stated. The highest sale of 
business property made on Woodward avenue was at the rate of $4,200 a foot front, 
and on Griswold street at $2,500. In the suburbs, lots 30 by 100 feet, not more than 
three or four blocks from street car lines, can be had for $150 a lot. By selecting his 
locality, the purchaser can strike anything between these two extremes. 

The number of deeds recorded last year was 11,010, and the consideration was 
$20,648,865. The recorded movement of property in the last nine years is as follows :

There are three characteristics of Detroit that affect its real estate operations. One 
is that it is peculiarly a city of homes. The favorable terms upon which single lots are

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sold, and the aid often given in building, have enabled men of very moderate means to 
acquire title to property, so that there is a larger proportion of men who own their 
homes in Detroit, than in any other city in the country. The sale of small lots is, 
therefore, large, and every year increasing. Detroit is also an attractive abiding place 
for those able to afford the better class of residences. Its general healthf ulness, its wide 
and well shaded streets, its easy access to the river and lakes, and its abundant social 
and literary opportunities, draw hither many families who have accumulated fortunes 
in other parts of the State, and who seek here a pleasant home for their declining 
years. There are many fine residences on Woodward and other avenues, that illustrate 
this tendency toward Detroit home making. The general prosperity of the city, and the 
uniform increase in values, have also drawn foreign capital here for real estate invest- 
ment, and this movement of capital is beginning to be a factor of considerable impor- 
tance in this line of business. 

Among recent movements in the real estate business, is the organization of an 
association which includes in its membership a large proportion of the most prominent 
dealers in the city. Its aim is to bring about some uniformity among dealers in 
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methods of handling property and reporting sales, and to secure concentration of effort 
in bringing manufacturers to Detroit, and otherwise promoting the interests of the city. 
Permits issued by the Fire Marshal furnish an indication of the amount of building 
done each year, though they fall below the sums actually expended, for two reasons. 
In the first place many persons name in their applications for permits a smaller sum 
than they intend to expend upon the structure, thinking that the figures given in the 
permit may have some effect upon the assessments afterwards levied for the purposes 
of taxation. It is a matter of common experience also that buildings almost invariably 
cost more than ^he first bona fide estimates. The " extras " and changes of plan often 
add as much as 20 per cent to the first contract price. The permits, it should be stated, 
are only required for buildings erected within the city limits. The permits for new 
buildings and for repairs and additions to old ones for the past six years, were as 
follows:

The permits issued for the first few months of 1892 exceed in number though not 
in amount those of last year. The aggregate in 1891 was swelled by the permit for the 
new Union Depot, though a large part of the work on that large structure comes 
within the present year. The most costly structure in the city, the new government 
building, has not yet appeared in the permits, though work upon it is rapidly progres- 
sing this season. Its total cost will exceed $1,000,000. 

While there is not another city in the country that has so many cottages in propor- 
tion to the number of inhabitants, there are very few also that have so many handsome 
residences. It is fortunate for the appearance of the city that the farms on either side 
of Woodward were laid out with broad avenues and in large lots and with such restric- 
tions as to prevent the erection of any except first-class residences. These farms, 
with Woodward avenue between, constitute a broad belt of handsome residences 
extending through the center of the city. Jefferson avenue, from Hastings street 
east, constitutes another handsome residence section, Lafayette avenue, with a portion 
of Howard street is another, and there are several other sections in which fine resi- 
dences are the rule. In these various districts there are none of the blocks of buildings 
which in many eastern cities tire the eye by their dreary monotony, and there are but 
very few flats. Each residence is within its own grounds, and the grounds are often 
. spacious and adorned with flowers and shrubbery. There is, too, a great latitude in 
the styles adopted, with abundant range for the expression of individual tastes, and a 
variety in the materials used, so that the best residence portions of the city are among 
the most attractive of any in the country. 
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ITH the transportation facilities, both on land and water, that Detroit 
possesses, with a large amount of accumulated capital, and with an 
enterprising body of business men, it is not surprising- that this should 
rank among the great manufacturing cities of the country. One can- 
not enter Detroit over any of the main lines of travel without discov- 
ering evidence that manufacturing fills a large place in the occupation 
of its citizens, and rests at the base of much of its prosperity. The city and its west- 
ern suburb have an available frontage of ten miles on Detroit river, and six more on 
the River Rouge, and except where this is occupied by railroads, manufactories and 
ship-yards are thickly sprinkled along the whole line. From the eastern limit of the 
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Detroit, Grand Haven & Milwaukee railroad property to Belle Isle bridge the river 
front is lined with manufactories of great magnitude. Between Jefferson avenue and 
the river, and east of Woodward avenue, there are 160 different places that are classed 
as manufactories, and this includes several that are among the largest of their kind in 
the country. Again, from the Wabash depot property westward to Fort Wayne the 
territory is similarly occupied, while the banks of the tortuous, deep and sluggish 
Rouge are rapidly filling up with enterprises of the same class. The Michigan Central 
railroad passes through a manufacturing district all the way from its grounds on the 
river to its own car shops beyond West Detroit station. The Detroit, Grand Haven & 
Milwaukee and the Lake Shore have along their lines some similar districts, and every 
other railroad in the city has many switch tracks entering manufacturing yards. 

Nor are the districts confined to the main transportation lines. There are some 
sections away from the railroad lines where every roof covers some sort of manufac- 
turing industry, and a few places in which a dozen or more are in a single large build- 
ing. Champlain and Congress streets in the neighborhood of Brush, and Congress and 
Larned streets west from Wayne to Eighth constitute such districts. Manufactories 
are, in fact, spread over many portions of the city, and make their contributions to the 
wealth and prosperity of every part. 

Detroit manufactures, too, are as varied in their character as they are scattered in 
location. The city has never depended for its prosperity upon a single branch of indus- 
try, but has invested its capital in widely diversified operations. It has the largest 
manufactories in the world of non-secret and non-proprietary medicines; it is one of 
the largest car manufacturing points in the country; it takes precedence over every 
other city in the making of stoves, and is well at the front in the manufacture of hot 
water and steam heating apparatus and radiators; it has large plants for building 
marine engines and for boilermaking, and for building other machinery and appliances 
needed in connection with the navigation interests; it has one establishment that turns 
out some of the best bridge work in the country, another with a large business in struc- 
tural iron work, and another that does a large business in making safes and vaults; it 
has four large iron furnaces and manufactories for the construction of almost every 
kind of iron and brass metal and wire work; it is a leader in the manufacture of elec- 
trical apparatus; and it is a large maker of clothing, boots and shoes, tobacco and 
cigars, paints, oils and varnishes, food products of various kinds, woodenware, and all 
kinds of wood products, brick and other building material, in fact, of almost everything 
required in the household, in the office, in building, and in transportation. 

Its markets are as wide in extent as its products are varied in character. Cars 
built in Detroit have rolled over almost every railroad in the United States. Stoves 
manufactured here are sold in every State and Territory in the Union, and in Canada, 
England and Germany. Detroit medicines soothe the pains and cure the complaints of 
people in every quarter of the globe, even South Africa furnishing a considerable 
market for them. The leading book publishing firm ministers to the entertainment 
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and instruction of the inhabitants of every State and Territory in this country and of 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand, and there are several different branches of manu- 
facture that have a growing trade with Mexico and the South American republics. 

The growth of these great and varied industries more than keeps pace with the 
general growth of the city, and gives a constant stimulus to that growth. The United 
States census of 1880 accorded to Detroit 919 manufacturing establishments, with a 
capital of $15,594,479. They employed 15,110 hands, paid out in annual wages 
$6,306,460, and had a product of $30,181,416. The tabulation of the United States cen- 
sus figures for 1890 has not at the time 
of this writing been published. But 
there are other sources from which ap- 
proximate information can be furnished, 
The city directory shows nearly 2,200 
different establishments in Detroit that 
properly come under the head of man- 
ufacturing industries. Under some 
classes the establishments are small 
individually but large collectively, while 
in many of the classes there are individ- 
ual establishments of large proportions. 
A careful newspaper estimate made in 
1889 and based upon figures obtained 
directly from manufacturers, and from 
the articles of incorporation filed with 
the county clerk, showed a capital in use 
of $45,000,000. The number of hands 
employed was placed at 35,000, and the 
product at from $70,000,000 to $75,000,- 
000. That these figures were not at all 
exaggerated is indicated by the results 
young men's christian association building, of inquiries set on foot last spring by 

the Detroit Real Estate Board. The 
inquiries were made of manufacturers themselves, and information was also obtained 
from other sources. Detailed reports were obtained from almost all of the large estab- 
lishments, and sufficient data obtained for good estimates on the small ones. They 
show an invested capital of something like $5 5,000,000, the employment of 45,000 people, 
the payment of nearly $20,000,000 in wages, and an output of $95,000,000 annually. 

The car shops, car wheel foundries, and other industries directly connected with 
car building, employ at least 8,000 persons ; most of them, from the very nature of their 
work, are adult men, and many of them skilled workmen. They build every variety 
of passenger cars, coaches, and cabooses, and all kinds of freight cars that are used

on ordinary railroads, together with logging cars and street cars. The two largest 
establishments can each turn out from 35 to 40 freight cars a day. The total pro- 
duct of their works is not less than $15,000,000 annually. Of the great iron industries 
none is more important than stove making. The three largest concerns make an end- 
less variety of stoves, ranges and furnaces, employ 3,100 men, and have a product of 
nearly $4,000,000 annually. The value of drugs and medicines manufactured here is 
about $5,500,000; of paints and varnishes, nearly $5,000,000; of ready-made clothing, 
$3,000,000 ; of tobacco, $3,500,000, and of boots and shoes, $2,500,000. The manufacture 
of motors, dynamos and electrical appliances approaches $1,500,000 a year, and is con- 
stantly increasing, not a year passing without large additions to the establishments 
devoted to these purposes. The manufactures connected with building operations count 
up into the millions, those of dressed lumber, doors, sash, blinds, mouldings, etc., being 
rated in the report of the Real Estate Board at $4,270,000, while in the score or so of brick- 
yards in or near the city 100,000,000 brick are annually burnt. There are several other 
branches of manufacture in each of which the aggregate product exceeds $1,000,000, and 
these statistics might be multiplied indefinitely. 
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HERE is no city in the country that has a better financial standing than Detroit. 
a  Once within the past ten years its municipal debt was nearly wiped out, and 
q) I the bonds that it now has outstanding are all for works of permanent adorn- 
ment or improvement. They include those issued for improving Belle Isle 
Park and the Boulevard, and for building sewers and schools. At the close of the last 
calendar year the net debt of the city was $1,604,452.25, and in its sinking fund were 
many of its own bonds. Since the first of January considerable additions have been 
made to the bonded indebtedness, bonds being issued for extending the sewer system, 
for paving the Boulevard, for improving Belle Isle Park and for the construction of 
new school buildings. The obligations of the city are eagerly sought in the strongest 
financial markets. One of the best illustrations of this is shown by the bids last spring 
for sewer bonds, which, in accordance with popular vote, were placed upon the market. 
The bonds offered were $500,000 in amount, running thirty years, and bearing four per 
cent interest. They were sold for $537,732.19, or at a premium of over seven and one- 
half per cent. There are very few cities in the country that can borrow money at as 
good a rate. Under requirements of the charter ample provision is made for interest 
on the public debt, and for a sufficient sinking fund, the tax levy for these purposes 
being mandatory and not subject to any popular current of feeling or any possible 
caprice of the bodies which determine the amount of taxation. 

The city charter provides ample safeguards against excessive debt and extravagant 
expenditures. The debt must never exceed two per cent of the assessed valuation. 
The tax estimates, as submitted by the different commissions and departments, must 
first be passed upon by the Common Council, which has a month's time for their con- 
sideration. They then go to the Board of Estimates, a body which consists of two 
members from each ward and five members elected on a general city ticket. The fol- 
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lowing city officers also take part in the proceedings of the board, with the right to 
speak but not to vote : The Mayor, Controller, Chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the Common Council and the Presidents of the Board of Public Works, Police 
Commission, Fire Commission, and Water Board. The members of this board have 
no other official duties and no patronage. Their deliberations are thus freed as far as 
possible from political influence. They may reduce estimates, but may not increase 
them, and their action is conclusive. The amounts which they finally vote must be 
placed upon the tax rolls. The method of appointment has secured for this board the 
services of many large taxpayers, and the board has ever since its establishment served 
as a useful check upon the different departments. 

The assessments in Detroit are much nearer the actual value of property than it is 
customary to make them in Michigan. The assessed valuation in 1891 was $175,450,310; 
the tax levy was $2,934,555, and the rate of taxation $16.78 per thousand dollars. For 
this year the assessment is $149,372,700 real estate and $35,554,430 personal property, a 
total of $184,927,130. The tax levy is $3,062,948, and the rate is $16.63 P er thousand. 

The banks of Detroit are as solid as the city itself. Without taking into account 
trust companies and private bankers, there are eight National banks and fifteen banks 
organized under the State law. The latter are almost as well guarded as the National 
banks themselves. They come under the provisions of a general banking law framed 
by the Legislature of 1887, and approved by popular vote in 1888. The provisions of 
the law are strict, the banks are subject to examination by the commissioner at any 
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time, and are required to make sworn reports whenever required by him. These 
Teports are made at least five times a year, and are usually ordered for the same day as 
the reports which are required to be made by the national banks. The latest reports 
previous to the preparation of this article were at the close of business May 17, 1892. 
A tabulation of these furnishes an indication of the magnitude of the business done 
here. Some of the aggregates were as follows:

The deposits include the amounts due banks and bankers, the savings deposits, 
commercial deposits and demand certificates of deposit. The totals in the first two 
classes are very significant. The enormous aggregate of $23,523,546 in savings deposits 
speaks eloquently of a thrifty and prosperous people with a surplus of earnings and a 
habit of saving, and this habit has fortunately been stimulated by the course of the 
banks themselves. Formerly $5 was the lowest amount upon which a savings bank 
book could be issued. Then the limit was made $1, and a few years ago one institution 
began to open accounts with deposits as low as 10 cents. Then various devices were 
employed for encouraging the saving of small sums at home, and under the stimulus of 
these various devices there are probably more savings depositors in Detroit, in propor- 
tion to the whole population, than in any other city in the country. These small accre- 
tions of funds not only add vastly to the aggregate of available banking capital, but 
they make the first payments on hundreds of lots every year, and lay the foundations 
for thousands of homes. 

The large amounts due banks and bankers indicate something of the intimate 
relations existing between banks in Detroit and those in the interior of the State. The 
banks in this city are rapidly supplanting those of New York and Chicago as deposi- 
tories of the interior banks, and drafts on Detroit are a very common method of settling 
country accounts. 

The bank clearings in the city for the past five years have been as follows :

These figures not only show a healthy increase in the volume of the banking busi- 
ness transacted here, but they place Detroit, in this respect, far in advance of the other 
western cities that most nearly approach it in population. 

Analysis of the last annual report of the Bank Commissioner shows that while 
Detroit has only about one-tenth of the population of the State, it has more than one-third 
its banking capital and two-fifths of its deposits and loans and discounts. The figures 
given not only show its importance as the financial metropolis of the State, but they 
indicate great accumulated wealth and sound and prosperous banking 
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[ HERE has been no recent attempt to collect statistics of the wholesale trade of 
I Detroit, but its volume is placed by those best informed at about $35,000,000 

A annually. The trade is subject to some peculiar conditions which keep it 
within circumscribed limits. On the Canadian side there is but very little 
market for American merchandise, and on the south and west Detroit jobbers 
come into competition with those from Cleveland and Chicago. With the 
Upper Peninsula of our own State for many years we had no direct connec- 
tion in winter, while there was railroad communication for the best part of 
that section with Chicago and Milwaukee. But Detroit jobbers have been alert and 
active, and have covered all the territory that was fairly open to them. The building 
of railroads across the Upper Peninsula from east to west enabled them to recover a 
portion of the trade that was lost during the preceding decade. The bringing of the 
Wabash railroad to this city ten years ago opened for Detroit merchants new fields in 
Northern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, of which they were prompt to avail themselves, 
and they have ever since maintained a profitable trade along the line of this road. The 
territory that is now well covered by Detroit jobbers in almost all lines, includes the 
whole State of Michigan and Northern Ohio and Indiana, while in some lines they 
receive large orders from Wisconsin, Minnesota and the Dakotas. 

In the wholesale drug trade, as well as in the manufacture of drugs and medicines, 
Detroit stands pre-eminent. It not only leads all other cities in this country of any- 
where near its size, but it is almost at the head of American cities without reference to 
size. It has more wholesale drug houses than Chicago, St. Louis or any other city 
west of New York, and its leading houses rank with the largest in eastern cities. They 
are conducted by men of large experience, have been many years in building up their 
trade, are always ready for the keenest competition, and have given Detroit the reputa- 
tion of being the best market in which to buy, in the United States. 

There is no other branch in which the city has such well recognized superiority, 
but it has some of the most substantial houses in the west in the different lines of dry 
goods, groceries, fruits and canned goods, and hardware, the latter especially assuming 
very large proportions. In clothing, the manufacture and wholesale trade run very 
closely together, and in this branch the field for Detroit merchants covers a larger terri- 
tory than in most other branches. It includes the whole of Michigan, Ohio and Indi-

ana, with portions of Wisconsin, Minnesota and the new States of the northwest. The 
solidity of Detroit houses in all these branches is proverbial. Most of the leading 
houses can point to a long period of business activity and success, and all can point to 
an unquestioned credit. 

While Detroit's position on the frontier puts limitations on its jobbing trade, it at 
the same time gives the city prominence as an importing and exporting point. The 
custom house reports are made up to November 30 of each year, thus including all 
transactions that come within the period of a season's navigation. The reports for the 
year ending November 30, 1891, contain some very large figures. The number of ves- 
sels entered was 6,618, of which 3,465 were foreign and 3,153 domestic. The Vessels 
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cleared were 7,148, of which 3,737 were foreign and 3,411 domestic. The imports were 
valued at $2,725,338, of which the free imports amounted to $1,370,614 and the dutiable 
to $ I i354i*> a 4- The duties paid were $570,184.50. The exports from this point far 
exceed the imports in value, the aggregate for the last fiscal year being $6,440,396. Of 
this only $75,071 was in foreign goods re-exported, the remainder being domestic goods. 
A very large proportion of the gross amount was in products of the farm, including 
$410,840 in wheat flour, $624,407 in the four leading cereals, $1,072,560 in meat pro- 
ducts and $575,005 in dairy products. In the number of entries and clearances Detroit 
stands third among the ports in the country. The number of vessels owned here is 
310, with a tonnage of 123,672. The registered tonnage built in the district in the year 
ending June 30, 1891, aggregated 4,878, of which 2,064 was m a single vessel. The ton- 
nage built in the year ending June 30, 1892, was about 5,500. 

Unlike some other branches of business, the grain trade has been brought within 
the range of detailed statistics. The Board of Trade was organized in 1856 and incor- 
porated in 1863. It has from the very start been active in promoting the business of 
the city. It rendered an especially signal service during the agitation which resulted 
in bringing the Wabash railroad to Detroit, and on numerous other occasions it has, as 
an Organization, been alert and active in promoting enterprises that would benefit the 
city-a^id in securing redress from discriminations that injuriously affected its interests. 
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Through this organization accurate statistics of various branches of trade have been 
preserved through nearly the whole period of its existence, and especial attention has 
been paid to the trade in flour and grain. 

The best year for Detroit in that business was in 1866, when the conditions of crop 
and demand were alike favorable, and the receipts of grain slightly exceeded 15,000,000 
bushels. According to the last report the receipts in 1891 were 12,184,516 bushels and 
the shipments were 7,578,223, the remainder being either absorbed by home consump- 
tion or remaining in elevators at the close of the year. Of the receipts, the large aggre- 
gate of 7,600,049 busheis was in wheat, 1,177,692 in corn, 2,104,240 in oats, 785,081 in 
barley, and 516,554 in rye. Of the channels through which the grain came to the city, 
the Wabash & Pacific was hy far the most important, its long trains bringing to Detroit 
elevators no less than 4,322,946 bushels. From the golden fields of Indiana and Central 
Illinois that road brought 1,051,132 bushels of corn, or nearly ten-elevenths of the whole 
amount received here. Of the wheat, this road also brought more than any other road, 
the amount being 2,444,698 bushels. In the latter grain the Michigan Central came 
next with 2,379,186 bushels, then the Detroit, Grand Haven & Milwaukee with 1,231,- 
464, the Detroit, Lansing & Northern with 672,330, the Lake Shore & Michigan South- 
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ern with 483,164, the Flint & Pere Marquette 137,489 and the Grand Trunk 46,473. 
Only 5,245 bushels came by lake and 200,000 by farmers' wagons. The total storage 
capacity of the huge elevators which rear their lofty walls along the river front is 
3,100,000 bushels. On the tenth of July, 1891, just before the new crop of wheat began 
to come in, they were nearly empty, the stock being only 40,547 bushels. On the last 
day of the year the grain in elevator amounted to 912,735 bushels. 

The milling capacity of the seven flouring mills in the city is 2,190 barrels a day, 
and the actual product last year was 386,000 barrels. 

Receipts of other products which came within the range of Board of Trade statis- 
tics furnish additional indications of the volume of business transacted here as follows: 
coal and coke 873,237 tons, iron 106,053 tons, nails 139,065 kegs, lumber 214,211,000 
feet, dressed and cured meats 13,166,957 pounds, salt 142,799 barrels, wool 845,010 
pounds. Of dressed hogs the receipts have exceeded 18,000,000 pounds in a single year; 
of hides and pelts nearly 5,000,000 pounds have been received in the same time; of live 
stock the receipts last year were 75,305 cattle, 144,410 hogs and 104,992 sheep. During 
the same year 319,111 loaded freight cars crossed the river at this point on ferries, and 
although scores of thousands of these merely passed through without loading or unload- 
ing here, many other thousands contributed their share to the immense volume of traf- 
fic that makes up the active business of the City of the Straits. 



THE EXPOSITION— PAST HND PRESENT. 




T occasional intervals for at least ten years before a successful start was 
finally made, there had been agitation of the subject of organizing an 
Exposition company in Detroit, and some spasmodic efforts in that 
direction had followed the agitation. But for want of sufficient con- 
centration of effort and persistency of purpose, they had come to 
naught. In February, 1889, Messrs. E. W. Cottrell, George M. Savage 
and Bruce Good fellow, who were all subsequently active promoters of 
the enterprise, took hold of the work of raising stock subscriptions, and 
pushed it with energy. The time seemed to be ripe for the enterprise, the public press 
and citizens generally gave every encouragement, and the work of placing stock went 
forward with great enthusiasm and marked success. A general act, under which 
incorporation could be had, was secured from the Legislature, and the present com- 
pany was organized. 

Everything was harmonious until the question of location came to the front. Upon 
this there was a serious division of sentiment. One class wanted the principal Expo- 
sition buildings to be centrally located, with grounds for the live stock and agricultural 
exhibits in the suburbs of the city. Others wanted the whole Exposition to be as cen- 
tral as possible, and even those who were content to go outside, were not united. Belle 
Isle Park was proposed, but the park commissioners refused to permit its use. Five 
sites were offered on the river front, three of which were near the water works, above 
the city, and two below Fort Wayne. The one that seemed to a majority of the stock- 
holders most desirable, was a tract of 69 acres, situated at the confluence of the Detroit 
and Rouge rivers. It was offered by Hon. James McMillan at $2,000 an acre, though 
considered worth in open market at least $3,000. The selection of this site caused some 
dissatisfaction among those who preferred a central or up-river location, and $53,000 of 
the stock subscribed was withdrawn, though some of it was afterwards restored. Pop- 
ular opinion, however, sustained the decision, and subsequent events vindicated its 
wisdom. The site was easily accessible by a spur track extending from the Wabash 
and Michigan Central railroads, and had a long front on both of the rivers mentioned. 
When the decision was once made, the work of preparation for the first year's Fair 
was pushed with surprising activity. The broad area of sand and marsh, till then the 
abiding place only of the duck and mud hen, passed through a rapid transformation. 
Hundreds of men and scores of teams were employed, the grounds were graded, the 
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marsh filled up, docks were constructed along the river fronts, and from the grounds 
new buildings sprung as if by magic. The main building, 500 feet long by 250 feet 
wide, the largest Fair and Exposition building in the world, was completed in less time 
than is often required for the erection of a three-story block. This immense structure 
has 200,000 feet of floor space for exhibition purposes, is well lighted, and is a model in 
its architectural plan. Its main tower is 200 feet high, and this, with its numerous 
other towers and pinnacles, gives it a graceful appearance, nothwithstanding its magni- 
tude. In Exposition time, under the gleam of electric lights, with flags and streamers 
waving from every point, it shows like a fairy structure for miles up and down the 
river. While this was in progress, the art building, office building, and numerous 
smaller structures, together with a vast area of permanent stock sheds, took form. 
Less than five months' time, from the day the first spadeful of earth was thrown up, 
sufficed to transform the 70 acres of marsh and desert into one of the most attractive 
Exhibition places in the country, where 75,000 sightseers might be comfortably cared 
for at the same time. 

For the first year's Exposition Mr. C. W. Robinson was engaged as manager, and 
his experience in a similar position at Buffalo proved of great value. The work of con- 
struction and preparation was entirely under the direction of Hon. E. W. Cottrell, who 
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was from the first the most active promoter of the enterprise, and who has ever since 
been one of its most judicious advisers and efficient workers. The officers for the first 
year were James McMillan, President ; D. M. Ferry and Henry Russel, Vice-Presi- 
dents ; E. W. Cottrell, Secretary, and Clarence A. Black, Treasurer, with the following 
in addition as Directors : George H. Barbour, Wm. H. Elliott, James H. Vhay, George 
M. Savage, E. C. Walker, and Bruce Goodfellow. 

The Exposition received material aid from the newspapers of the State, and espe- 
cially of Detroit, which took an intelligent interest in it, and showed great zeal in its 
behalf. It sprang at once into popular favor, and the attendance, the very first day, 
assured its success. The exhibition of live stock was universally conceded to be the 
finest ever made in this country. This was natural enough in view of the keen rivalry 
that existed between Canadian and Michigan breeders, and in view of the additional 
fact that the premiums offered exceeded those offered by the Michigan State Fair and 
the St. Louis and Toronto expositions combined. The display in the main building 
was a wonder to every one for its extent and variety, and possessed many features that* 
were a source of never-ending delight, prominent among these being a number of 
manufacturing processes in actual operation. The art collection was a marvelously 
fine one, the display of agricultural machinery and implements was admirable, the 
music was by one of the best bands in the country, and the general arrangements were 
complete and satisfactory. The largest attendance in a single day was 35,457, and the 
aggregate turnstile count for the ten days was 222,011. The total investment in 
land, buildings, docks and other permanent improvements up to this time was $363,837. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders in January, 1890, there was a general 
feeling of satisfaction expressed at the result of the first year's Fair, and a number of 
improvements and additions were authorized for the second year. The official terms 
of directors W. H. Elliott, C. A. Black, and E. C. Walker had expired, and E. S. Thomp- 
son, George H. Russel, and James E. Davis were chosen in their places. Secretary 
Cottrell had resigned the secretaryship on account of other business engagements, and 
George M. Savage, who had been intimately associated with the work of the Exposition 
from the commencement, was chosen in his place. George H. Russel succeeded Mr. 
Black as Treasurer. 

The work of preparation had been so hurried the first year, that there was not 
time to complete a race track, but that defect was now supplied. The most taking of 
the new features introduced this year was the grand pyrotechnic display of " The Last 
Days of Pompeii," and a grand stand with seats for 10,000 people was erected for view- 
ing this and other spectacles. Cappa's Seventh Regiment band, which had added 
greatly to the attractions the year before, was re-engaged. A large number of paint- 
ings of the highest merit were secured for the art building, and a new array of taking 
exhibits, including one of Michigan minerals, and several new manufacturing indus- 
tries were secured for the main building. The exhibition of live stock equaled that of 
the first year, and to the animals a bench show of dogs was added, and proved a popu- 
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lar feature. The poultry and pet stock show was superior even to that of the year 
before. The apiarian display and that of homing pigeons were new features that 
added great interest to the Fair. 

Although the weather was unfavorable at the opening and close of the second 
year's exhibition, the aggregate attendance was in excess of the first year. The 
receipts exceeded the expenses by a fair amount. The balance, however, was not 
divided among the stockholders, but was used for permanent improvements and to add 
to the attractions for the next year. At the annual meeting in January, 1891, George 
H. Barbour was re-elected a director, and James H. McMillan and Wm. B. Moran were 
elected in .place of Senator McMillan and James H. Vhay. The old officers were 
re-elected and plans for the third year's Fair were at once made. A new spectacular 
display, " The Fall of Sebastopol," was substituted for " The Last Days of Pompeii," and 
proved a drawing feature. The half-mile race track was put in excellent condition, a 
grand stand with seats for 3,000 people was erected, and $10,000 was offered in purses 
and stakes for trotting and running races. The races, throughout, were of a high 
order, and were among the most attractive features of the whole exhibition. 

In the main building more space than before was set apart for manufactures and 
for the display of electrical machinery and appliances. The manufacturing exhibits 
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were constantly surrounded by crowds, and the electrical exhibit especially was a 
source of never ending marvel on account of the dazzling brilliancy of the fixed and 
revolving lights, the ingenuity shown in the various inventions, and the marvelous 
speed of the electrical machinery. The Michigan Fish Commission, which had made an 
exhibition that excited great interest the year before, arranged to furnish a still bet- 
ter one for this year, and the regular features of live stock display, exhibitions of fruits, 
flowers, farm products, agricultural machinery, manufactured products and fancy work 
were kept up to their old standard. 

There were some drawbacks to the financial success of the third year's Exposition. 
The very liberality of the Directors worked against them. The National Encampment 
of the G. A. R. was held in Detroit early in August, and among the first to throw open 
their doors to the veterans were the Directors of the Exposition. The whole of the 
main building was assigned to their use, and the floors were covered with tiers of cots, 
arranged after an ingenious contrivance of Mr. Cottrell's. In this building and smaller 
buildings and tents, within the inclosure, 12,000 persons were comfortably lodged dur- 
ing the encampment, and, but for the accommodations thus furnished, it would have 
been very difficult to care for all the comers. But the success of the encampment was 
disastrous to the Exposition, for the thousands who came to the former early in August, 
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could hardly be expected to come again to the latter, three weeks later. A series of 
rains were another drawback to the attendance. The Exposition was said by many 
visitors to have been better than either of those which preceded it, but for the reasons 
mentioned the attendance did not come up to the previous records, and at the close the 
books showed a considerable loss instead of a substantial profit. 

Nothing daunted, however, the Directors at their annual meeting in January last, 
determined to hold another Exposition this year, and to make it better than either of 
its predecessors. Theodore D. Buhl and F. G. Smith were elected Directors in place of 
George M. Savage and Bruce Goodfellow, and D. M. Ferry was re-elected. Mr. Ferry 
was also elected President, with E. W. Cottrell and Henry Russel as Vice-Presidents, 
and Chas. A. Warren as Treasurer. Mr. Savage, who had declined re-election as a 
Director, also positively declined a re-election as Secretary, on account of business 
engagements, and James E. Davis was chosen to the office. After a careful canvas of 
the merits of different persons proposed as manager, the directors unanimously 
appointed Mr. T. F. B. Sotham, of Pontiac, to the position, and preparations for this 
year's Exposition were commenced early in March. Early in July Mr. Davis resigned 
the office of Secretary, as he was about to take an extended European tour, and Mr. 
Sotham was promptly chosen to fill the vacancy. 

The first improvement proposed by Mr. Sotham, and accepted by the Directors, 
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was the construction of a vast amphitheater surrounding a spacious arena. In the cen- 
ter of this is a band stand, where classical and popular music will be discoursed 
by one of the best bands in the country. On either side of this are areas for the 
judgment of stock. Under this arrangement visitors may, from comfortable seats, 
view the various animals exhibited, instead of being obliged, as in most exhibitions, to 
follow the judges around from shed to shed, and from one part of the grounds to 
another. On a track outside the central area the exhibition and trials of saddle and 
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carriage horses will be held. In the arena also, at fixed hours each day, there will be a 
variety of races, drills, athletic sports, and other trials of strength, speed and skill. 

On the lawn east of the main building a speakers' stand has been erected and 
invitations have been extended to noted speakers to address the assemblies on various 
political, social and economic subjects of general interest. The lower floor of the main 
building has been devoted, as far as possible, to the exhibition of manufacturing 
machines and processes in actual operation, thus greatly enlarging a department that, 
even in its more limited scope, has, in former years, been of great value to the Exposi- 
tion. This department, in its range and variety, is not only entertaining, but in the 
highest degree instructive. 

The department of woman's work has been much enlarged and so thoroughly clas- 
sified as almost to constitute a new department. Greater inducements have been 
offered for this class of exhibits and for children's work than at any other Fair or 
Exposition yet held in the country. 

For that large proportion of visitors who enjoy the contests and excitements of the 
race track, arrangements have been made on the regulation track for some unusually 
fine trotting and running events, and the large sum of $ro,ooo has been offered in 
premiums. As a racing meeting the Exposition offers attractions equal to those of 
many of the leading trotting parks in the country. 
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While the managers of the Exposition have devoted a great deal of care to the 
new features, they have abated nothing of their zeal in securing superior exhibits in 
all of the regular lines. In the departments of live stock, agricultural machinery and 
implements, fruits, flowers, grains and vegetables, fancy articles and manufactured pro- 
ducts, the strongest inducements have been offered to keep the display up to the super- 
ior degree of excellence heretofore attained. 

Throughout the preparations they have had two main purposes constantly in view; 
first, to so intrench this institution in popular favor as to insure its permanence, and, 
second, to give it a high value for its educational results. They aim to make it illus- 
trate and foster the material interests not only of Detroit, but of Michigan and the 
whole lake region, and to make its exhibits instructive with reference to the diversi- 
fied industries and varied resources of this region. To this end the manufacturing 
operations and processes, the displays of live stock, the exhibits of the products of 
farm, orchard and garden, and the show made of the finished products of machine and 
hand, all tend. Both in the entertainment which it offers and in the education it fur- 
nishes, it appeals for support to the self-interest and the patriotism of the populous and 
prosperous region which may be considered as its own peculiar territory.

POINTS OF INTEREST IN DETROIT. 



fHE natural starting point for any tour of the city is the Campus Martius. 
Fronting on this historic square is the City Hall, from the tower of which 
can be obtained an excellent bird's eye view of the city and river, and of 
Lake St. Clair. Within the square are the Soldiers' Monument and the 
Bagley Fountain, the latter the. gift of one of Michigan's best governors to 
the people of Detroit. Only two blocks away is the Public Library, which, 
J^ with its Scientific Museum, is well worth visiting. Two short blocks dis- 

tant, on Randolph, Bates and Farmer Streets, are the Police Headquarters. 
Adjoining the Campus Martius for many years has been the Public Market, upon the front 
of which for the past ten years has been the Market Building. Both of these are probably 
soon to give place to an open square, which, properly ornamented, will add greatly to the 
attractiveness of this portion of the city, though at the expense of one of the most 
characteristic reminders of its earlier days. In business blocks, Detroit does not run 
much to many-storied structures, the tallest being the Hammond Building, ten stories, 
and the Hudson Building, a most artistic and imposing structure of eight stories. The 
former fronts almost upon the Campus Martius, and the latter is only two blocks away. 
The number of handsome and costly churches in Detroit is large. A ride up 
Woodward Avenue gives a view of some of the finest of these as well as of the best 
residence portion of the city, and of several of its institutions of charity and benefi- 
cence. Four blocks from the Campus Martius is the Grand Circus, whose five acres of 
ornamented grounds with their two fountains make a pleasant and healthful breathing 
place in the heart of the city. Beyond this the churches in their order are : The 
Central Methodist, corner of Adams Avenue ; St. John's Episcopal, corner of High ; 
Woodward Avenue Baptist, corner of Winder ; Woodward Avenue Congregational, 
corner of Sibley ; the First Unitarian and First Presbyterian, on opposite corners of 
Edmund ; the Westminster Presbyterian, corner of Parsons ; the First Congregational, 
corner of Forest ; St. Joseph's Memorial, Episcopal, corner of Medbury ; Thompson 
Presbyterian, corner of Hendrie, and the Woodward Avenue Methodist, corner of 
Harper. Besides these churches and scores of beautiful private residences, the follow- 
ing public institutions are near the avenue : Harper Hospital at the head of Martin 
Place ; Grace Hospital, corner of John R and Willis ; the Thompson Home for Old 
Ladies, on Cass Avenue, near Warren ; the Home of the Friendless, on Warren, 
between Cass and Woodward, and the Woman's Hospital and Foundlings' Home, on 
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Forest, near Beaubien. The terminus of the visitor's Woodward Avenue exploration 
is naturally the Boulevard, which, on the east of Woodward has a single roadway and 
on the west a double roadway, with a park in the center. 

The ride up Jefferson Avenue is not less interesting than that up Woodward. The 
residence section is not as long nor the churches as numerous, but there are added 
views of two of the immense stove factories that form such an important part of 
Detroit's manufacturing industries, and the avenue leads to the pleasantest suburban 
drive in the vicinity of Detroit. On the way up the visitor passes the Detroit Museum 
of Art, at the corner of Hastings ; the Church of SS. Peter and Paul, Roman Catholic, 
corner of Antoine, with Detroit College adjoining ; Christ Church, Episcopal, between 
Hastings and Rivard ; Jefferson Avenue Presbyterian, between Rivard and Russell ; 
the Protestant Orphan Asylum, between Walker and Adair, and the United States 
Marine Hospital, on the corner of Mt. Elliott. The Catholic Orphan Asylum is only 
one block away on McDougall, and the grounds and club house of the Michigan Ath- 
letic Association are the same distance away on Elmwood. In the yard of the Michi- 
gan Stove Works is the stump of Pontiac's Tree, about which was the heaviest loss of 
life in the fatal ambuscade of Bloody Run in 1763. It is surmounted by a figure of the 
famous Ottawa chieftain. 

Two and one-half miles from the City Hall Jefferson Avenue crosses the Boule- 
vard, just at the approach to Belle Isle Bridge, and half a mile beyond this is Detroit 
Driving Park. A mile beyond this the Water Works are situated, in the midst of a 
beautiful park mentioned in the first part of these sketches. From this park a pleasant 
drive of five miles takes the visitor to the charming summer village of Grosse Pointe, 
on the borders of Lake St. Clair. 

The ride down Fort Street is another that every visitor ought to take. This was 
at one time the finest residence street in the city. Business is now encroaching upon 
it at various points, but there are still fronting on it a number of mansions noted either 
for their fine architecture and imposing proportions, or as the residences of prominent 
men. Within two blocks of each other, on this street, lived the two men most distin- 
guished in Michigan history, General Cass and Senator Chandler, and within the same 
two blocks now live James F. Joy, ex-Governor and ex-Senator Baldwin and General 
and ex-Governor Alger. The street is not noted for its churches, although in the Fort 
Street Presbyterian Church at the corner of Third, it possesses one of the finest speci- 
mens of church architecture in the city. On the north side of this street, between 
Shelby and Wayne, the massive walls ot the new Government Building are slowly ris- 
ing. On the south side, from Third to Fifth, the new Union Depot shows its front, 
and from Sixth to Twelfth the traveler has views of the iron viaduct that will soon 
furnish passage way to the depot for scores of trains daily. Three miles from the City 
Hall the street passes within two blocks of Clark Park. At Clark Avenue the street 
railroad lines separate, one continuing down Fort Street to Woodmere Cemetery. Th$ 
other turns down Clark Avenue a few blocks when it again takes a westerly course on

River Street. It passes one of the ship-yards and several large manufactories. It also 
passes along the front of the Fort Wayne Grounds and lands its throngs of sight- 
seeing visitors at the gates of that Mecca for all Michigan travelers, the Detroit Inter- 
national Fair and Exposition. This track also connects with the Suburban Street Rail- 
road traversing the River Rouge district and following the River Road to the iron 
manufacturing and ship building City of Wyandotte. 

The principal cemeteries about Detroit are Woodmere, with the entrance on Fort 
Street, 4% miles from the City Hall ; Elmwood, entrance at the corner of Elmwood 
and Monroe Avenues, two miles from the City Hall ; Mt. Elliott, with entrance half a 
mile further out on Mt. Elliott Avenue, and Mt. Olivet, which is nine miles out on the 
Detroit & Bay City Railroad. 

Of Detroit's hospitals, the two near Woodward Avenue have already been men- 
tioned. St. Luke's, sustained chiefly by the Episcopal churches or by persons promi- 
nent in that denomination, is on Fort Street west, near both the Fort Street and Clark 
Avenue railroad lines ; St. Mary's, Roman Catholic, fronts on Antoine Street, between 
Clinton and Mullett Streets. 

Of city buildings in addition to those illustrated in the earlier pages of this sketch, 
there is the municipal court building on Clinton Avenue, between Beaubien and 
Antoine ; the Eastern Market, on Russell, north of Gratiot ; the Western Market, cor- 
ner of Michigan and Trumbull Avenues, and the House of Correction, at the corner of 
Russell and Alfred Streets.

The Otis Electric Pump is practically new in the market, and occupies a field in 
this class of work that saves much labor, expense, annoyance, wear and tear, etc. It i& 
automatic in its action, and always keeps the tank full without requiring the attention 
or the services of an attendant, the action being as follows : There is placed at the 
tank and in the electric circuit a switch or cut-out, which is operated by the action of a 
float, as it rises and falls with the water. For instance, when the tank has filled to the 
desired height, the float acts to cause the switch to break the circuit and stop the pump 
until the water-level is lowered by drawing from the tank, and the float descends and 
causes the switch to again complete the circuit and start the pump, to again fill the 
tank, when it will again be stopped until more water is drawn out. 

Blacking boots by electricity is also a new and novel device recently placed on the 
market, and is described as follows : " There is a large and comfortable chair, in front 
of which is the usual step, in which is placed a small electric motor, to the shaft of 
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which is placed a rotating spiral spring some four or five feet in length, to the end 
of which are fastened the brushes, which revolve at a speed of about 2,000 revolu- 
tions per minute. The polishing is done rapidly by this means, the motor being con- 
trolled by the operator by means of a push button at the foot of the stand."

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referred to. This firm, during the exhibit, will be working on an edition of one hun- 
dred thousand copies of Dr. Chase's receipt book, for F. B. Dickerson & Co., of this city, 
the largest subscription book publishers in the world. The machinery consists of a four 
roller two revolution Campbell press, folding machine, smasher, two sewing machines 
and saw, trimmer, forwarder and backer, etc. They will take the paper and deliver the 
complete printed and bound book, ready for shipment. The printing is done in a form 
of 16 pages ; each form of 16 pages having its respective number printed on the bottom 
of the first page of each 16, which is passed to a folding machine, and the packages tied 
up and placed in a box numbered corresponding with the form ; from 200 to 300 copies 
of each form are placed around a large table ; girls gather from each pile one sheet of 
each, and when they have made the circuit of the table they have gathered one book. 
The books are then forwarded to the smashing machine, and the spongeness of the same 
taken out. They are then passed on to a small circular saw, the saws of which are set 
to correspond with the needles of the sewing machines ; they are then passed on to the 
sewing machines, from there they are then delivered to men who paste up the front and 
back leaves of the book ; when dry, they are passed on to the trimmer (cutting machine), 
where the edges of the book are trimmed. The next process of the book is that of 
marbling. A trough is filled with a sizing, upon which are thrown the colors ; the pat- 
tern desired is worked out by hand. This is a very interesting portion of the work. As 
soon as the colored edges are dry, the books are passed to other workmen who round 
and back them. After a little more work in the matter of putting on the headbands 
and backing matter, etc., the book is ready for its cover, and is then placed in the stand- 
ing presses, which are screwed down, and the books are kept in there until they are dry. 
They are then ready to be wrapped and delivered. Messrs. Winn & Hammond would 
very much like to have shown the manufacture of the cover, but they found it impossi- 
ble to spare the machinery at the present time of the year. This firm occupies a five- 
story building, 152, 154, 156 Wayne street, near Michigan avenue.

The entire 
height of the tree was 300 feet ; the plank being cut from a section of the trunk 28 feet 
from the ground. The dimensions of the plank are as follows: 16 ft. 5 in. wide; 12 ft 
9 in. long, and 5 in. thick. It is highly improbable if a tree will ever be found that will 
yield a larger plank ; so that the mammoth piece of timber here described may cer- 
tainly be termed the "sight of a lifetime."

TT^HE Department of Electricity is in charge of Geo. E. Fisher, and the entire elec- 
J[ trical exhibit and electric lighting is made under the auspices of the Commercial 
Electric Company, this exhibit occupying nine sections, Nos. 18 to 26 inclusive, 
on the northeast side of the ground floor of the main exposition building. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTING PLANT. 

The Electric Arc Lighting Plant consists of six 50-light Standard Arc 2,000 candle 
power dynamos, manufactured by the Standard Electric Company, of Chicago, which 
system will be used largely in lighting the World's Fair buildings and grounds at. 
Chicago, and is also in use in many cities and towns throughout the country, and also 
in the J. L. Hudson building of Detroit, which has 200 arc lights. The Commercial 
Electric Company, of Detroit, are sales agents for the Standard Electric Company. 
There are 300 arc lamps of 2,000 candle power distributed through the main exposition 
building, amphitheatre, passenger depot, grounds, etc. A catalogue of this system will 
be furnished by the exhibitor on application. 

The incandescent lighting is done largely by the alternating system of incandes- 
cent lighting, manufactured by the National Electric Manufacturing Company, of Eau 
Claire, Wisconsin, and consists of one 1,000-light 16 candle power incandescent (alter- 
nating) dynamo of the National type, which is complete with a Standard central station 
switch board and instruments. 

The transformers used in connection with this system are placed in various parts 
of the buildings and grounds, in close proximity to the lights themselves. The principle 
upon which the system is designed, is that by means of an alternating current of one 
thousand volts pressure, the direction of the current changing some sixteen thousand 
times per minute, which current is carried to a transformer or converter. The induced 
current set up by the rapid alternations in an adjacent or secondary coil is used on the 
lighting circuit, the pressure having been reduced from 1,000 to 50 volts, or a ratio of 
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20 to i, the quantity of current being increased in like proportion. This transforma- 
tion is, owing to the high efficiency of these transformers, made with a loss of but 2 or 
3#. This system is also in use in various parts of the country, and is being operated 
, successfully on some of the largest central station plants, and the Commercial Electric 
Company are agents in the States of Michigan, Northern Ohio and Northern Indiana. 
The National Company also furnish a 30 horse power 220-volt direct current genera- 
tor, which is used for the purpose of furnishing current to electric motors used in 
various parts of the buildings and grounds for running machinery, etc. Also a coo-light 
direct current National Incandescent Dynamo, which machine is a handsome design, 
beautifully finished, and in operation entirely automatic. This machine can be run at 
an E. M. F. of from 100 to 125 volts. 

ELECTRIC MOTORS. 

The electric motors used in various parts of the building for running machinery, 
etc., in size ranging from }i to 10 horse power, are manufactured by the Detroit Motor 
Company of this city ; these motors being well and favorably known to consumers of 
electric power in Detroit and all over the United States. 

FISHER DIRECT CURRENT DYNAMO. 

The Commercial Electric Company also illustrate their direct current system of 
incandescent lighting, which occupies a section of the exhibit apart from the general 
lighting machinery of the building. This dynamo is run by a 15 horse power Racine 
automatic engine, which is used quite extensively for this class of work, it being a 
moderate priced engine and answering all requirements for successful isolated lighting. 
To this is belted a Fisher Automatic Incandescent Dynamo, which machine is manu- 
factured in Detroit by the Fisher Electric Company, and is used largely by the Com- 
mercial Electric Company in their isolated plants. The Fisher Dynamo has some new 
and original features ; it is automatic in regulation under any and all changes of load, 
and, unlike any other dynamo in the market claimed to be automatic, there is no regu- 
lator or rheostat used in connection with it. It also has a constant point of commuta- 
tion, a feature that not any other direct current incandescent dynamo possesses. The 
method of obtaining this result is a secret known only by the manufacturer of the 
machine. It also has self-oiling bearings with glass indicator to show the amount of 
oil in the bearings at all times. These three points are very essential in plants that do 
not employ an attendant to run the machines, which no doubt accounts for the rapid 
advance in marine and other classes of work made by this machine. A handsome 
photogravure of this dynamo will be furnished by the exhibitor, on application. 

"TURN DOWN THE LIGHT." 

The Commercial Electric Company also exhibit the Ries Regulating Socket for the 
alternating incandescent current, which is called the "missing link in electric lighting" as 
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"by means of this regulating socket, which is now being extensively used, although but 
Tecently placed in the market, and which is for turning down the incandescent light the 
same as you would gas, a saving being made in proportion to amout of light given. 
Heretofore this has been done, but the consumer would not save any electricity. The 
Ries socket contains practically a small transformer, and the current can be reduced to 
one-tenth the capacity of the lamp. A handsome catalogue will be furnished on appli- 
cation, describing this invention fully. 

"OKONITE WIRES." 

The Okonite Company, of New York, also display their celebrated wires and cables, 
such as are used for submarine and interior concealed wiring, it being the standard 
high grade insulation in the United States, England and France, and for which the 
Commercial Electric Company are sales agents. 

The incandescent lamps throughout the building are manufactured by the Steuben 
Lamp Company, of Hornellsville, N. Y., and while practically new in the market, have 
an established reputation of long life, efficiency and non-discoloration. 

CARBONS. 

The National Carbon Company, of Cleveland, O., have a very prettily arranged 
saipple board of their output, which has been long and favorably known to the electri- 
cal trade. 

CUT-OUTS, SWITCHES, ETC. 

The Electrical Supply and Engineering Company, of Syracuse, N. Y., display a hand- 
some switch board containing samples of the various specialties made by them, an attrac- 
tive feature of which arrangement is several revolving clusters by which the board is 
illuminated. A large stock of their goods are carried by the Commercial Electric 
Company. 

STORAGE BATTERIES. 

The Standard Electric Company, of Detroit, exhibit fifty cells of their 200 ampere 
hour improved storage battery, which was built for car use, and made a trip in July, 
1 89 1, from Detroit to Royal Oak and return, and was afterwards used on the Fort Wayne 
& Elmwood Street Railway in the city for six weeks, and later was placed in the Far- 
rand & Votey Organ Factory, where it has been used up to this time for furnishing light 
and motor power, it being loaned for the electrical exhibit. 

ELECTRIC FANS. 

In this line there are electric fans in all shapes and sizes. The ceiling fans are 
manufactured by the Backus Fan and Motor Company, of Newark, N. J. f and are of a 
design well known to the public, being in use all over the country and very largely in 
this city. They display some new and handsome designs, which are very effective in 
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reducing the temperature of a room, and are one of a great many of the comforting and 
useful applications of electricity, they being operated by means of an electric motor. 
There are also several Crocker Wheler Pivotal Motors, which are operated upon an 
entirely new principal, the fan itself operating 2,000 revolutions per minute and the 
electric motor operating the same, revolving about ten times per minute ; the cooling 
breezes in this way being distributed to all parts of the room. The Deihl Alternating 
Fan and Motor Outfits are also exhibited, as well as several of the Standard Detroit 
Motors. 

ELECTRIC PUSHES AND HOUSEHOLD GOODS. MEDICAL BATTERIES. 

In this line the Commercial Electric Company illustrate various improved and orna- 
mental push buttons, combination push switches, annunciator calls, electric bells, gongs, 
batteries, etc., a special feature being made of the " Commercial Carbon Batteries," which 
are made especially for the Commercial Company, and 500 of which are arranged artisti- 
cally in one of the sections. This battery is used for open circuit work, and, while being 
low-priced, is very long lived and efficient, and has met with marked approval by elec- 
tricians. . They also exhibit several forms of medical batteries for household and physi- 
cians' use, which have some new and interesting improvements. 

ELECTRIC METERS AND MEASURING INSTRUMENTS. 

In addition to various styles of ampere meters, volt meters and other test and 
measuring instruments, the Company illustrate a " Schallenberger Meter," manufac- 
tured by the Westinghouse Electric Company, of Pittsburgh, and which is connected to 
the alternating current and a bank of lamps, it having a glass cover so that its operation 
can be seen. This meter is such as is used for measuring the current in buildings and 
residences, the speed of the meter armature varying with the number of lights on the 
circuit. Its sensitiveness is clearly demonstrated by turning on and off lights. This 
particular instrument is made especially for the exhibition. 

DIRECT CURRENT ARC LAMPS. 

In this class of apparatus there is an iron search lamp such as is used in marine 
work, a focusing arc lamp and "Ward Arc Lamps" being constructed and designed to 
run on a direct current or constant potential incandescent dynamo, which lamps are 
manufactured by the Electric Construction and Supply Company, of New York City. 
They also illustrate an arc lamp for the alternating current, which is practically a new- 
departure. 

The Consolidated Electric Manufacturing Company, of Boston, illustrate their 
Heyman Arc Lamp, which is also used on direct current and the alternating current cir- 
cuits, in addition to which they have a handsome sample board illustrating their various 
designs of switches, which are kept in stock and sold by the Commercial Electric Com- 
pany, of Detroit. 
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Leggett, Turbayne & Company, of Detroit, also illustrate some of their direct cur- 
rent and alternating arc lamps, used in the same way as those described above. 

ELECTRIC PUMP. 

Otis Bros. & Company illustrate an automatic electric pump, which fills a long 
felt want in this line of work, its application being largely for electric elevators, the 
prominent feature of which is the automatic device for shutting down the pump and 
motor whenever the requisite amount of water has been put into a tank or other vessel 
as required. This device was on exhibition at the National Convention of the Electric 
Light Association, at Buffalo, and was one of its most attractive features. 

ELECTROLIERS AND ELECTRIC FIXTURES. 

The Central Chandelier Company, of Toledo, through the Commercial Electric 
Company, illustrate many new and handsome designs in electric fixtures, brackets, 
etc., such as are used in modern residences of to-day, all of which are artistically 
arranged in two of the sections which are handsomely furnished as a bed room, parlor 
and dining room by Hudson & Symington, of this city, who occupy one of the finest 
structures in Detroit, on Gratiot avenue, just off Woodward avenue, and known as the 
Hudson Building.
